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Shootout on reservation 

FBI men, Indian die 


OGLALA, S.D. (UPI) — Two FBI 
agents were killed and Indians 
attacked a roadblock with gunfire 
Thursday in an outbreak of blood¬ 
shed appearing to stem from the 1973 
occupation of Wounded Knee here on 
the Fine Ridge reservation. 

A spokesman for the militant 
American Indian Movement, which 
led ihe 71-day Wounded Knee occu¬ 
pation. said an 18-year-old Indian 
also was killed when the two FBI 
agents approached a house in Ihe tiny 
village of Oglala and the Sioux 
opened fire. 


A federal source, who refused to lx 
identified, said there were “some 
dead Indians." He indicated two might 
have been killed. 

An A.I.M. spokesman said the 
house was occupied by about 30 per¬ 
sons gathered from all over the 
country to protect Dennis Banks, who 
was staying near Oglala and is due 
to stand trial in Custer, S.D.. for his 
pan in the Wounded Knee affair. 

The agents were on the reserva¬ 
tion — the second largest in the 
nation — in order to serve a warrant . 
charging assault with a deadly weapon 
and kidnapping, the FBI said.

The kidnapers threatened to 
kill the woman unless they 
were paid $1 million in 520 
bills. No deadline was set. 

“It is very agonizing.” Mrs. 
Blanchet’s 33-year-old son 
Paulin said. 

His wife. Jocelyn, echoed 
her husband’s concern, say¬ 
ing. "We are truly anguished. 
We want news of our 
mother.’’ 

One of the most nervous 
participants in the waiting 
game was family physician 
Dr. Roland Cote, who feared 
Mrs. Blanchet’s heart condi¬ 
tion would be aggravated if 
she failed to reeieve medica¬ 
tion she is prescribed to take 
daily.

India arrests total 676 


NEW DELHI (AP» - 
Prime Minister Indira Gand¬ 
hi's government said it arrest¬ 
ed 676 persons Thursday dur¬ 
ing the first 12 hours of a 
state of emergency declared 
to combat what it called a 
“grkve emergency threatened 
by internal disturbances.” 

Press censorship also was 
imposed.

An official spokesman said 
the arrests took place in nine 
of India’s 21 states.

After 85 days

Then Scott Wallace ( P(‘ 

Oak Bay) rose to say "I have 
had it right up to my ears to¬ 
night," referring to the 
breach of the agreement. He 
told members: "Don’1 come 
to me and try lo wheedle me 
into making deals from this 
night onwards." 

Wallace's outburst seeming¬ 
ly spurred ML/Cs into comple¬ 
ting debate on the estimates. 

The current session opened 
Feb. 48 and, apart from a 
brief Easter break, has run 
continuously since. No date 
has been set for the fall ses¬ 
sion.

Re¬ 
sources Minister Robert Wil¬ 
liams tabled documents in the 
house which allegedly proved 
that during the Social Credit 
regime B.C. Hydro had es¬ 
tablished a secret committee 
to deliberately hide the true 
costs of the Columbia River 
projects. •- 

Williams was unable to sub¬ 
stantiate his allegations and 
was sharply attacked in the 
house and outside by critics 
who claimed he knew the so- 
called secret committee never 
did exist, and that there had 
never been an attempt to hide 
Columbia costs. 

On March 3. Williams pro¬ 
mised the house he would ap¬ 
point a special commission to 
investigate all aspects of the 
old Hydro operation. He has 
been questioned several times 
since on when he will appoinl 
the commission but has only 
answered "in due lime." 

The bitterness of that par¬ 
ticular debate set the tone for 
much thal was 1<> follow.

B.C. to act 
on land 
ownership 

B.C. •will likely introduce 
legislation next year to con¬ 
trol foreign and absentee own¬ 
ership of land in the province 
That was the word Thurs¬ 
day from Resources Minister 
Robert Williams, following a. 
Supreme Court of Canada de¬ 
cision upholding a Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island law that forbids 
non-residents from owning 
more than 10 acres in that 
province. 

Asked if the B.C. legislation 
would also impose a 10-acre 
limit, Williams replied: "1 
think if we can come up with 
a range of refinements that 
would be more significant.” 

He added that the matter of 
foreign ownership has been 
under study for some time by 
Ihe provincial government 
and the Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion "is very encouraging for 
those concerned about absen¬ 
tee ownership and ..non-na¬ 
tional ownership of land.” 

He said the decision "fits In 
with Ihe work” being done by 
his department and Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald's 
staff.

Three prisoners at the B.C. 
Penitentiary released af¬ 
fidavits Thursday claiming 
that the tactical squad sent 
into the classification area 
where three prisoners were 
holding 15 hostages June 11 
deliberately shot prisoner 
Andy Bruce, 26. and social 
worker Mary Steinhauser. 32. 

The affidavits of Phil Jack- 
son, Ralph Cochrane and 
Keith Curtis Baker say that 
from their cells they observed 
a pause between the shooting 


of Bruce and the shooting of 
Miss Steinhauser. a classifica¬ 
tion officer, during which she 
twice cried out "Don't shoot." 

The affidavits were re¬ 
leased at a news conference 
by the Prisoners’ Union Com¬ 
mittee a group of ex¬ 
prisoners. social workers, law 
students and church repre¬ 
sentatives — Which says it 
represents in principle all 
prisoners in Canadian prisons 

Committee counsel .Michael 
Bolton was refused permis¬ 
sion June 18 by Chief Justice 


John Farris of the B.C. Court 
of Appeal to testify or cross- 
examine witnesses at the fe¬ 
derally-appointed inquiry into 
the 41-hour hostage-taking in¬ 
cident. 

The affidavits released 
Thursday say that immediate¬ 
ly prior to the assault by the 
lactical squad, the situation 
was calm and there appeared 
no immediate threat to the 
lives of the hostages. 

The affidavits also say. that 
prison authorities physically 
altered the classification area 


before the three inquiry com¬ 
missioners and members of 
medja viewed it. * 

Dennis Lemieux. a spokes¬ 
man for the committee, and 
Bolton said further affidavits 
are being sought from mpdi- 
cai officers and other security 
staff members who have in¬ 
dicated privately that some 
members of the tactical squad 
used personal handguns in the 
assault, rather than pqpiten- 
tiary-issued weapons. 

Further. Bolton said, medi¬ 
cal officers overheard conver¬ 


sations among the tactical 
squad members before and 
after the attack which indicat¬ 
ed their intent to kill. 

The committee statement 
also says other witnesses, 
whose affidavits are being 
sought, saw that when Bruce 
was hit by the first bullet, in 
his spleen, he pushed Miss 
Steinhauser away and fell to 
the. floor. Miss Steinhauser 
then went down to him and 
said "Don’t shoot, dolVt 
shoot", but the guard kept fir¬ 
ing and went up to Bruce, put 


the gun to his head but did 
not shoot as another guard in¬ 
tervened and stopped him, the 
statement says. 

"Steinhauser’s positive rela¬ 
tionships with Bruce and 
other prisoners were resented 
by the security staff, who in¬ 
sisted on an atmosphere of 
brutal discipline,” the state¬ 
ment. continues. "Their hostil¬ 
ity towards her made them H 
reckless with her personal 
safety.

Premier Alex Campbell of 
P.E.I. called for a federal- 
provincial conference on land 
ownership by non-residents. 

Karen Sanford (NDP 
Comox) said she has had a 
private member’s bill before 
lhe Legislature for two years 
hut it deals only with the 
question of landholdings by 
n >n-Canadians. 

She said she will press for 
legislation this fall prohibiting 
non-Canadians from owning 
any land in B.C'. but would not 
fry to restrict holdings by Ca¬ 
nadians living ir» other prov¬ 
inces. 

She said she is confident 
ihis type of legislation has the 
support of the majority of the 
New Democratic Party 
Caucus. 

Pip Holmes, world pres¬ 
ident of the International Real 
Estate Federation, said Cana¬ 
dians would have to be pre¬ 
pared to pay higher taxes if 
they’re going to restrict 
foreign land ownership. 


Holmes said he \* opposed 
to restrictions on land hold¬ 
ings with a few exceptions. 

Land which Is politically 
strategic, such as harbor 
front and industrial land re¬ 
serves, should be in Canadian 
hands, he said. 

Otherwise, there should he 
no restriction./ 

He said there would he a 
balkanization of real estate 
law if each province proceeds 
with its individual regulations 
on restricting land ownership. 

A small country like Cana¬ 
da, small in terms of popula¬ 
tion. needs as much foreign 
investment as it can attract, 
he said. 

Chief Justice Bora I^askin. 
writing tlie reasons for judg¬ 
ment on behalf of the full 
court, rejected arguments 
that Canadians in other prov¬ 
inces were discriminated 
aaginst by lhe P.E.I. law. 


He also tumecj down ar¬ 
guments that the law was ln- 
I valid because il dealt with 
aliens, a subject matter en¬ 
tirely within federal jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

“What we have in the 
present case is not any at¬ 
tempt to regulate or control 
alien residents of Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island in what they may 
do or not do therein, but 
rather a limitation on land- 
holding by non-residents,’’ he 
declared.

York state, who sought to buy

Ltke I still have that burr under my sad¬ 
dle about the cost - to us of the glorious 
international dream, the 1976 Olympic 
Games in Morayal. 

I can remember the last time Senator Ray 
Perrault was in our town taping a television 
show and how he went into a small blue funk 
at the mere mention of my name. Perrault 
had been asked if it was true, as a Hunter 
column had suggested that very morning, 
that the federal government would indeed 
throw in many millions of dollars towards 
the cost of the Montreal Olympics. 

PERRAULT, quivering like a bowl full of 
jelly, thundered out along the lines that it 
w as a base canard — that the federal govern¬ 
ment would not be donating dollars to the 
Olympic debacle. 

Perrault of course, was merely parroting 
the Liberal line, a line, incidentally, tattered, 
frayed and almost without semblance of be¬ 
lief at this point. 

For instance. Public Works Minister Bud 
Drury admitted the other day that the feder¬ 
al cost of providing, police security -at the 
Montreal Games would be at least S90 mil¬ 
lion.

Regina residents mopped tip 
Thursday following a devas¬ 
tating storm dial brought 
lightning, tornados, and up h» 
six linches of rain across Sas¬ 
katchewan in a fwir-hour 
l>orind Wednesday night. 

No estimates of damage 
was immediately available 
billowing the downpour, which 
set records for rain in a 
24-hour period The previous 
record was 3.24 inches, June 
21 . 196'i 

The storm was termed a 
"catastrophe'' by John Green, 
general manager of the Sa<- 
katchewan government insur¬ 
ance office 

A 20-nnnute storm that, 
dumped one inch of rain on 
the city last week resulted in 
more than $250,000 in damage 
claims. 

Wednesday's deluge, which 
began about 8 p.m. and eased 
at midnight, backed up storm 
sewers, turned’ streets into 
fast-flowing rivers and cut off 
power for tip to 10 hours. 


Communications facilities 
were generally disrupted 
after flooding of ihe basement 
at CP-CN Telecommunica¬ 
tions. The Regina transit sys¬ 
tem was shut down Thursday 
morning because many ’main 
traffic arteries were clogged 
with water. 

Residents in both Regina 
and Moose Jaw were asked to 
use household water sparingly 
because of a power failure at 
the Buffalo pound filtration 
plant. Wells in the Boggy 
Creek area, which produces 
other city water supplies, 
were also flooded. 

Callers to an open-line radio 
program in Regina said they 
c ould remember nothing com¬ 
parable in 30 or 40 years.

Police bargain 
death penalty 


MONTREAL (CP) Poli¬ 
cemen across the country 
may walk off the iob to dra¬ 
matize their demand that the 
death penalty l»e enforced, a 
senior police union official 
says. 

Guy Magnan, president of 
the Quebec Provincial Police¬ 
man’s Brotherhood, told a 
news conference Wednesday 
his membership has already 
called for the return of die 
death penalty in tlie case of 
all premeditated murders, not 
only for tlie killing of police 
oflicers and prison guards 

Magnan said if the federal 
government doesn't respond 
to their demand, members of 


his association may decide ai 
their annual general meeting 
Sept. 13 to begin illegal work 
stoppages. 

Quoting Ihe text of a resolu¬ 
tion passed by his mem¬ 
bership. Magnan said "that 
police officers of the Quebec 
Provincial Police Force don't 
want the solicitor-general's 
head, but simply ask that he 
present or amend legislation 
lor the security of the Canadi¬ 
an people " 

Solicitor-General Warren 
Allmand is on record as say¬ 
ing he will resign his portfolio 
if tlie cabinet permits the re¬ 
turn of the death penalty 


The comment by Mr Jus¬ 
tice Wishart Spence came in a 
dissenting judgment in the 
case of Ronald Rilling of Ed¬ 
monton. whose appeal wa 
thrown out. by the eight othe* 
Supreme Court of Canada jus 
fic.es. 

His defence had been tha» 
the certificate of analysis on 
the amount of alcohol in his 
blood shouldn't be introduced 
in court, until it was es¬ 
tablished that tlie constable 
had reasonable grounds In hr 
lieve he was impaired. 

Spence said that in the Rill 
ing case, admissibility of the 
certificate made it alone evi¬ 
dence of its own statements, 
which were enough to convict 
Rilling. 

However. Parliament had 
made proof by certificate in 
such a case possible only 
when the test was made fol¬ 
lowing demand by a constable 
who had reasonable grounds 
t<o believe a driver was im¬ 
paired. 

The idea was to limit use of 
certificates to such cases. But 
the effect of the Rilling and 
other judgments "is to effec¬ 
tively remove another protec¬ 
tion of the’ accused." 

The court also ruled that 
vnu can't refuse to take a 
breath lest simply because 
you aren't in a car and don't 
have the keys.

M ORE THAN A CENTURY AGO explorers. 

missionaries and traders, in that order, “dis¬ 
covered” eastern Africa. In 1894 the kingdom of 
Buganda became a British protectorate and re¬ 
mained so during the expansion of the state and 
the creation of Uganda, and until-the granting of 
independence in 1962. 

In the intervening years, with the building of 
roads and railways, the establishment of a eotton- 
and coffee-based economy, and the gradual diversifi¬ 
cation of industry Uganda had become prosperous. 

By 1920 executive and legislative councils 
were operating in a rudimentary democracy and in 
1925 an education department expanded the facili¬ 
ties, which missionaries had established, with 
marked success. 

Asian traders, mainly from India, and Euro¬ 
pean-based companies meanwhile, had created a 
sophisticated commercial system. 

Responsible local governments were function¬ 
ing satisfactorily by 1945 and a hydro-electric and 
copper complex was developed and inaugurated by 
Queen Elizabeth in 1954. The future was bright, 
and it seemed that on a healthy base, social, eco¬ 
nomic and political, painstakingly built in the years 
of the protectorate, the same progress would be 
maintained when internal self-government was rea¬ 
lized with independence. 

In 1967, under President Milton Obote, a new 
democratic constitution was promulgated. When 
the president went to the Commonwealth Confer¬ 
ence in Singapore in 1971 he was optimistic, grati¬ 
fied by the progress his government and his people 
were making. 

Then, in Dr. Obote’s absence, Idi Amin, one¬ 
time corporal in a British-officered African regi¬ 
ment, commander of Uganda's armed services, en¬ 
gineered a coup d’etat. 


Since then he has ruthlessly eliminated all op¬ 
position, and has established, since his dissolution 
of parliament, what can only be described as a dic¬ 
tatorship. Legislative powers arc vested in his per¬ 
son. His “cabinet” merely advises on technical mat¬ 
ters. *■ - j 

He is commander-in-chief, of course, as well as 
chairman of the State Supreme Council and the 
Defence Council. He appoints the whole of the judi¬ 
ciary. 

He is the man who expelled from the country 
some 46,000 Asians, holders of British passports, 
who were the backbone of the commercial commu¬ 
nity but whom he claimed were sabotaging the 
economy. 

He is the man who, in 1972, praised Adolf 
Hitler’s extermination of six million Jews, called 
Queen Elizabeth his “best friend,” and said he 
deserved an honorary degree in philosophy "be¬ 
cause I am tile best politician in the world.” 

He is the man who ordered his foreign min¬ 
ister to deliver a stinging attack on Great Britain 
for that nation’s racism and foreign policies at 
the Ottawa Commonwealth Conference and is 
widely held responsible for the massacre of 80,000 
“enemies" at home. 

He is the man who has condemned a British 
educator in Uganda lo die before a firing squad for 
calling him, Idi Amin Dada, “a village tyrant” in a 
still-unpublished manuscript. 

And now, while British emissaries to his capi¬ 
tal plead for the lite of Dennis^Hills, the condemned 
man, President Amin is accusing Great Britain of 
mounting an invasion against his country from a 
frigate and supply ship on a visit to neighboring 
Kenya. 

No doubt there are some who wish it were 

true. 


Unusual economic link 


A REUTER REPORT from Luxembourg says 
'**• that foreign ministers of the European Eco¬ 
nomic Community—the common market—agreed 
early Wednesday to start work on a mandate for 
negotiations on a new type of contractual agree¬ 
ment for Canada. Experts of the nine member 
countries of the market will*examine a draft pro¬ 
posal for economic and commercial co-operation 
with the hope of approving it later this year. 

It has not been widely publicized in this 
country that the Canadian government has been 
pressing—successfully so far—for this unusual ar¬ 
rangement. 

But in fact it has been called a personal 
triumph for Prime Minister Trudeau. Goodness 
knows he needs one, to offset the great disappoint- 
ment that the federal budget turned out to be. 

The proposed “contractual link” between Can¬ 


ada and the common market, recommended to the 
Council of Ministers by the EEC commissioners in 
May, was described at the time by Raymond Heard 
of The Observer as unprecedented\and “unique 
because it would commit all members of the EEC 
to make unusual trade concessions to Canada, in 
return for Canadian uranium, lumber and other 
commodities.” This, he said, went far beyond the 
market’s current policy of simply lowering tariffs 
in its bilateral deals with non-members. 

Mr. Heard anticipated that the United States 
would be unhappy about this attempt by Canada to 
lessen its dominance, and also that France and Bri¬ 
tain might have objections. And indeed France did 
enter a reservation about the new concept of eco¬ 
nomic co-operation between the market and a non¬ 
member. It is significant that France has now 
withdrawn this reservation, giving some indication 
of plain sailing.

Ail relevant government de¬ 
partment! have been consult¬ 
ed and the go-ahead is expect¬ 
ed before the end of the year. 
A steering committee Is being 
set up this month under the 
chairmanship of a former pre¬ 
mier.

The project, an island 10 
kilometres long and ftvs wide 
situaled 30 mltee off the Hoolc 
ol Holland, has come about as 
a result of a fortunate con¬ 
junction of circumstances. 
First, the need to deepen the 
sea approaches to Rotterdam 
to accommodate the next gen¬ 
eration at eupet'-tenkers.

It must decide 
which grouj* or individual* 
will be allowed to appear at 
the full hearing* expected to 
begin in the fall. 

If it is too lenient in decid¬ 
ing who qualifies at an inter¬ 
vener, the hearings could bog 
down in time-wasting repeti¬ 
tion. If it is too narrow in 
defining who has a legitimate 
interest in the hearings, 
delays might come In any 
case because of legal chal¬ 
lenges to particular exclu¬ 
sions. There would also be bit¬ 
ter political results from an 
| overly narrow approach, play¬ 
ing into the hand* of thoee 
who have predicted that an 
“Arctic gas pipeline will in the 
end be railroaded into being. 

How many environmental 
groups, for instance, thould 
be allowed to Intervene? How 
many groups representing 
consumers or nationalists? 
They won’t be easy questions 
to answer. 

While there is mountiQg ur¬ 


gency for the delivery of Arc¬ 
tic natural gas to Canadian 
markets In the next few 
years, the need for panic- 
speed hearings into the com¬ 
plicated Arctic gas proposals 
hasn’t yet been demonstrated. 
The U.S. regulatory process 
to consider the competing El 
Palo gas proposal to take 
Alaska gas down the west 
coast to. the U.S. Is moving 
slowly. The U.S. authorities 
would have to approve the Ca¬ 
nadian Arctic (las Pipeline 
Ltd. project If it were ap¬ 
proved by tills country over 
the competing Foothills pipe¬ 
line proposal. They would be 
unlikely to give such approval 
before completing the exami¬ 
nation of the El Paso propos¬ 
al. 

The NEB has no time to 
waste, but it should have 
enough time to hear a reason¬ 
ably broad cross-section of 
viewpoint* on the Arctic pipe¬ 
line proposal. It would be bet¬ 
ter to err slightly on the side 
of a fuller, freer hearing than 
on the side of a too closed 
one. The issues are too impor¬ 
tant, too potentially divisive 
to be handled otherwise.

should work a 24-hour shift 
system. There will be only 
12,000 people on the island at 
any one time: each will be 
allocated his own hostel room 
which he will keep throughout 
his employment on the island.

Some issues boggle the 
mind. Atomic power and the 
implications of its use, for 
human emancipation or ca¬ 
taclysmic destruction, falls 
into this category. ( 

Nuclear technology, in a 
brief 30 years, has changed 
the world unalterably. Origi¬ 
nally developed in the mili¬ 
tary context, its civil uses are 
diverse and profound; it is the 
most important source of 
harness* ble energy available 
to*the world in the decades 
immediately ahead. But like a 
rifle which can be used as a 
tool of sustenance or an In¬ 
strument of recreation, it can 
also be used to kill—and in 
the case of the atom on a 
scale previously unknown. 


The dilemma of the two- 
headed monster is very much 
on the Canadian mind. Hie 
Canadian government, finally, 
is aggressively pursuing sales 
of the Canadian developed 
Candu reactor to the point 
where Tommy Douglas, NDP 
energy critic, claims that 
"our salesmanship is rapidly 
outstrippingour states¬ 
manship.” 

The rationale for reactor 
sales is alternately commer¬ 
cial and moral. The latter 
stands up better than the 
former. Sales, involving 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars, are financed through 
long-term low-interest loans 
by the export development 
corporation. As long as infla¬ 
tion continues, the dollars 
paid back will only be worth a 
fraction of the original deal. 
Canada loses. We would be 
better off to build the plant* 
in Canada, export the surplus 
power to the United States 
and use the proceeds to buy 
our country back.

The wisdom of selling reac¬ 
tors to South Korea and Ar¬ 
gentina, in particular, has 
been questioned.

Opposition fears hat>e been 
underlined by Canadian expe¬ 
rience in India. In spite of In¬ 
dia's world reputation as e 
peace-loving, high minded 
country, lit has gone nuclear 
with Canadian technology and 
in spite of assurances given 
Canada earlier. Two to one 
odds are that Pakistan will 
fallow — also with Canadian 
knowhow.

how do you decide what coun¬ 
tries are politically stable? Is 
Portugal stable? Is Italy? 

Despite the best of inten¬ 
tions, nuclear proliferation 
goes on and will go on. The 
"club” of six, or more if 
Israel, for example, has the 
bomb, is growing. Attention is 
focused on "containing” the 
size of the "club” or at least 
of slowing Its growth as much 
as possible. 

There is just a touch of Ca¬ 
nadian hypocricy in this equa¬ 
tion. We pride ourselves on 
the • act that we have pos¬ 
sessed the knowledge re¬ 
quired to make atomic bombs 
for 30 years but have never 
used it. Our "halo” is possible 
because we live next door to 
the United Statee. What would 
our policy have been if we 
were Israel, South Korea or 
Finland? 

In any event, our relative 
security allowed us to sign tlve 
Non-Proliferation Treaty and 
press for more stringent and 
effective safeguards. 


The most dangerous aspect 
of the problem is the plutoni¬ 
um that has been separated 
from the atomic fuel. This is 
the raw material for bombs. 
It is also an incredibly dan¬ 
gerous toxic material which, 
in the hands of saboteurs or 
terrorists, could, wreak in¬ 
calculable mischief or dam¬ 
age. And it is quite impossi¬ 
ble, even with careful inspec¬ 
tion, to account for every 
pound of it. 

Tommy Douglas has 
suggested that future Canadi¬ 


an reactor sales be condi¬ 
tional on Canadian ownership 
and control of the fuel cells 
from which plutonium could 
be extracted. This Interesting 
and expensive proposal would 
be ineffective, however, 
unless all the world’s major 
reactor suppliers required 
systematic inspection of all 
plutonium separation plants. 
One can hope that this subject 
was on the agenda at the re¬ 
cent top secret meeting in 
London, and that agreement 
along these lines is being vi¬ 
gorously pursued. 


In the final analysis, howev¬ 
er. there is no safeguard 
greater than the morality of 
the nations involved and the 
people in charge of them. 

Canadian foreign policy has 
been based, to a considerable 
extent, on the philosophy 
which holds that man is basi¬ 
cally good. Yet history has 
shown that man is basically 
neither good nor bad but 
bends in the direction dictated 
by the culture in which he is 
raised and educated. Conse¬ 
quently, agreements In resp¬ 
ect of atomic technology may 
be rigorously upheld or, on 
the other hand, abrogated in 
the same cynical way that 
non-aggression treaties were 
broken in the 1930s and IWOs. 

Human life can be eman¬ 
cipated on a scale unknown 
since lime began if all avail¬ 
able tools, including nuclear 
power, are used. But using it 
means living with it and ac¬ 
cepting the awesome respon¬ 
sibility its use involves.

Communism’s differences 


Political communism is 
dreaded in Washington and 
other Western capitals even 
more than military commu¬ 
nism because it is harder to 
figure out how to meet and 
repel it. Last week Western 
statesmen seemed to come 
uncomfortably closer to pre¬ 
cisely what they have for so 
long dreaded. 

The new worry came in the 
form of a Jump in the Com¬ 
munist vote in local and re¬ 
gional elections in Italy. West¬ 
ern Europe has been accus¬ 
tomed to the Communists get¬ 
ting roughly a fourth of the 
vote in Italy, and France as 
well. This time the Commu¬ 
nist vote in Italy went up to a 
third — 33.7 per cent. And this 
rise in the Communist vote 
pulled the Christian Demo¬ 
crats down from a previous 
38.4 per cent to 35 per cent. 

If this were an isolated phe¬ 
nomenon, even Washington 
might have managed to take 
it in its stride. But it comes 
on top of recent events in Por¬ 
tugal where a small Commu¬ 
nist minority seems to be ex¬ 
ercising undue and dangerous 
leverage in the Armed Forces 
Movement which 5s in more 
or less poflitlcal control of the 
country. 


And although there is no 
direct Communist factor in 
event* in Turkey, there hap¬ 
pens also to be trouble at the 
end of NATO’s southern flank. 
The Turks are talking of clos¬ 
ing down some of the Ameri¬ 
can military bases there — 
and probably will if the U.S. 
Congress continues to Insist 
on an arms embargo against 
Turkey. 

All of this combines to turn 
the northern shores of the 
Mediterranean into the main 
cause of concern to Western

leaders and statesmen. 
Hence, that sharp rise in the 
Communist vote in Italy was 
a distressing jolt that caused 
some reporters in Washington 
to start speculating about the 
possibility of an American 
military withdrawal from 
Italy. 

However, such panic talk is 
massively premature. Also it 
is precisely the kind of thing 
that tends to encourage what 
it fears. To keep these devel¬ 
opments in perspective the 
following points should toe 
noted. 


The Communists’ vote in 
Italy went up, yes. But they 
still have only a third of the 
votes and that only in region¬ 
al elections, not in a national 
election. There is no reason to 
believe that in the next na¬ 
tional election the Commu¬ 
nists will get more votes than 
the Christian Democrats. 

More probably the Commu¬ 
nists' vote will drop off in a 
national election. 

Their success in the region¬ 
al voting was heavily due to 
the recent contrast between 
corruption ai high ieveis com¬ 
bined with stifling bureauora- 
cy and the austere efficiency 
of government In cities which 
the Communists have been 
running for several years. 

Even if the .Communists did 
force their way into the gov¬ 
ernment by becoming the 
largest party in Italy, they 
would not necessarily be 
under Moscow discipline. No 
one can be sure of how they 
would behave in office, tout 
Italian communism has de¬ 
viated on many important 
points from Moscow commu¬ 
nism. 


The Italian party did not 
approve of the Soviet invasion 
of CzeclKwlovakla. It has sent 
delegates to the European 
Parliament, vvliich meets in 
Strasbourg, although Moscow 
has opposed all movements 
which point to the unification 
of Western Europe. It claims 
tl»t it would not want to take 
Italy out of NATO. 

Back 25 years ago when 
communism first seemed to 
be threatening to expand Into 
Western Europe It came to be 
assumed that all Communist, 
parties were under Moaoow 
discipline. 

From this It was assumed 
that any Communist party 
which got into government 
would use its position to fur¬ 
ther the purposes of Moscow. 
And 25 years ago there was 
every reason to believe that 
this was a sound proposition 


However, there have been 
massive changes In commu¬ 
nism since then. Chinese com¬ 
munism has broken radically 
from Moscow. Hie Chinese 
have set up separate Commu¬ 
nist movements in almost 
every country in the world. 
The pro-Peking partlee chal¬ 
lenge the Moscow-oriented 
parties. 

Yugoslav communism Is 
fiercely jealous of Its indepen¬ 
dence from Moscow. Roman¬ 
ian communism would ap¬ 
parently be as independent if 
it dared. Its party leader, Ni- 
colae Ceausescu, was a wel¬ 
come visitor at the White 
House recently. 

The history of ideological 
movements Indicates that 
they tend sopner or later to 
become nationalistic. The 
Moscow-Peking break proves 
that communism is not im- 
, mune to nationalism.

U.S. fuelling frightening arms race in Persian Gulf

The Persian Gulf is in the midst of an unpre- 
decented arms race — a race dominated by U.S. 
arms sales. In the last two years the U.S. has sold 
$14 billion in arms abroa^rTwo-lhirds of those sales 
were to Persian Gulf countries. 

The United State* is developing for Saudi Arabia—in 
some case* creating—an army, a ftavy, an air force, a coast 
guard, an air defence system and a national police force 
called the National Guard. It is building Saudi bases, training 
Saudi troops, advising Saudi generals and selling the Saudis 
arms. 

The United States is selling Iran more arms—and better 
arms—than it sells any other country, including Israel. It is 
selling Iran 80 Grumman Corp. F-14s, the most sophisticated 
jet fighters in production. It is selling Iran six Spruance-class 
destroyers—the biggest, fastest, most advanced destroyers in 
the world. And Iran, in turn, is creating an enormous mili¬ 
tary machine, the largest in the Middle East, ostensibly to 
keep the Persian Gulf secure. 

The arms race in the Persian Gulf does not stop with U.S. 
sales, however. In Iraq, the Soviet Union is selling tanks, 
planes, ships and missiles. In Kuwait, Yugoslavia is building 
two huge military air bases. Britain is selling tanks, and 
France is selling jet fighters. 

In the United Arab Emirates, France is selling the sheik¬ 
dom of Abu Dhabi a total of 32 Mirage-5s. Because Abu Dhabi 
has onlV two or three native pilots, foreign pilots—Sudanese, 
Jordanian, Pakistani and British—must be imported to fly 
the planes. 

Even tiny Balu'ain. an island state only 303 square miles 
in size, is caught up in the race. It is building a 512,285,000 
military headquarters base and officers* housing complex, 
and it is contemplating an air force. 

All this 1 is in addition to the other arms race in the 
Mideast, that between Israel and her neighbors, and it has 
many people worried. The major complaint is that the United 
States is selling arms without the customary long-range study 
on the effects of the sales. 

The U.S. state department, which must approve every 
military sale overseas, argues that the arms sales protect 
U.S. access to Persian Gulf oil; that the arms buildup gives 
the Gulf security and stability, and that if the United States 
does not sell to the Mideast, then other countries will. 

The critics counter that the price of oil has gone up 
despite the arms sales; that the arms sales create instability, 
not stability, and that most countries might not buy weapons 
at all if U.S. arms merchants were not out selling. 


Arms create instability 

The stability issue is Hie most controversial. The critics 
see the arms sales as creating the possibility of war and rev¬ 
olution in an area that has had its share of wars. 

"The situation there is very unstable now', and weapons 
have only added to it,” said Stephan Leader of the Centre for 
Defence Information in Washington. "The weapons have 
increased the risk and given the instability.” Furthermore, 
he says the creation of a well-trained officers corps can lead 
to revolution. "Officers step into politics,” he said. "They 
become unhappy with monarchies. Look at Ethiopia.” 

A confidential federal report obtained by Newsday 
suggests the possibility of such a coup in Saudi Arabia. 
"Some younger, western-trained members of the royal fam¬ 
ily seiving in military and Chilian government posts are 
rumored to be critical of (Crown Prince l Fahd’s ambition 
and easy-going ways but have yet to challenge him openly,” 
tl>e report said. 

There are several areas of potential conflict in the Per¬ 
sian Gulf that have yet to be resolved. One is the centre line 
in the Gulf. In many cases, it has not yet been determined 1 
where Iran's claim to the Gulf leaves off and Saudi Arabia s 
begins. 

If oil is discovered, a similar problem will exist in the 
northern Gulf where Iran, Iraq, and Kuw'alt have not yet 
worked out the extent of their territorial waters — waters 
that many believe are over a major untapped odl field. A 
tliird dispute concerns Iraq and Kuwait’s borders. 

The only shooting war in the area at the moment is in the 
Dhofar province of Oman where about 16,000 Iranian, Jor¬ 
danian, Omani. British, Pakistani and Indian troops, with 
partial Saudi backing and U.S. anti-tank missiles, are fight¬ 
ing about 1,000 Marxist-inspired rebels, who are being assist¬ 
ed by the Yemen People’s Democratic Republic, Libya, Iraq 
and the Soviet Union.

Each country in the Gulf fears the order to some extent. 
Here is a country-by-country breakdown on why each major 
Gulf country is in the arms race and what it is doing to stay 
ahead: w 


SAUDI ARABIA 

The United States is involved in virtually every phase of 
a Saudi military build-up that U.S. officials call "moderniza¬ 
tion." 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers is building two naval 
bases plus a naval headquarters, several national guard 
bases plus a national guard headquarters, logistical support 
facilities for the air force plus an air force headquarters, an 
ordnance corps headquarters, a headquarters for tlie defence 
ministry to be named the Prince Sultan Executive Office 
building after tlie present defence minister, several military 
hospitals, a school for parachutists, a military academy, at 
least one army base and an officers’ club 

The U.S. navy is now working out the details -of an 5800 
million, seven-year program of ships sales to the Saudi Navy. 
The Raytheon Co. of Lexington, Mass., has installed a 5270 
million Hawk surface-to-air missile system and now is train¬ 
ing Saudis how to use it. 

The Northrop Cbrp. of Los Angeles received a 5750 
million order last year for GO more F-5 jet fighters, bringing 
to 110 the number it has sold Saudi Arabia in the last seven 
years. Northrup is now ’negotiating an 5850-million mainte¬ 
nance contract for these planes. The Lockheed Corp. of 
Marietta. Ga.. is training the Saudis to fly 25 C-130 transpoit 
planes. Ten more planes are on order. 

The AVCG Corp. of Cincinnati has just completed build¬ 
ing two coast guard stations, one on the Red Sea and one on 
the Persian Gulf, and has started training Saudi coast guard 
personnel to use and maintain their new ships. 

The Vinnell Corp. of Los Angeles has recently been hired 
for $76.9 million to train five battalion* of the Saudi National 
Guard, a national police force of desert bedouins fiercely 
loyal to the king. Their principal job is to guard embassies, 
radio and television stations and pumping stations along pipe¬ 
lines. 

They will learn to read and write in Arabic, to speak En¬ 
glish and to drive armored cars and Dodge trucks in riot-con¬ 
trol units. Part of their training will be in large training 
domes, where simulated combat situations will be flashed on 
the walls and ceiling. 

The Vinell contract will be supervised by about 40 U.S. 
army officers and civilians from the Army Materiel Com¬ 
mand. The Northrop program is administered by officers 
from the U.S. air force. Other U.S. army officers advise the 
Saudi army, and U.S. navy officers advise the Saudi navy. 
All three Saudi branches send personnel to the United States 
for training. 

No U.S. military sale to Saudi Arabia is permitted 
without state department..approval. However, American of¬ 
ficials deny that they are assisting Saudi Arabia build up its 
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Iranian military hardware. In the past two years alone there 
have been 55.7 billion in U.S. sales to Iran. 

Iran’s armed forces of 233,000 boasts some of the most 
sophisticated hardware in the world, including the F-14, 
which will begin to be delivered in January, and more than 
200 advanced Sea Cobra attack helicopters. By 1980 it expects 
to have more than 500 first-line fighter planes. Its army will 
have almost 2,000 armored vehicles. 

To the east, too, Iran sees some potential for trouble. It 
has allied itself with Pakistan and sees danger to stability in 
the area to continuing territorial disputes between India and 
Pakistan. "We’ve already told India that any action against 
Pakistan would have repercussions” from Iran, Hamimi said. 

Thus Iran is now extending its military influence to the 
Indian Ocean. "We don’t want to choke ourselves in the Per¬ 
sian Gulf,” Hamimi explained. "We want to develop along 
the Indian Ocean. We’re building good roads to give us ac¬ 
cess to the Indian Ocean.” 
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forces. "Our role is not to enlarge but to modernize Saudi 
Arabia’s forces," said a senior U.S. military official in 
Dhahran, Saudi Arabia, "so it can obtain the right of ail 
countries to be self-reliant.” 

Military advisers to Saudi Arabia say it is expanding its 
forces, because it perceives threats on all borders. It is ex¬ 
panding its base at Tabuk in the northwest, because it fears 
an Israeli invasion. 

Saudi Arabia also fears communism. It borders the 
Yemen People's Democratic Republic to the south and Iraq 
to the north. Both Iraq and Yemen are supporting the 
Marxist-inspired rebels in the Dhofar province of Oman, 
which also borders Saudi Arabia to the southeast. Saudi 
Arabia is supporting Oman. 

Finally Saudi Arabia fears Iran. It worries that Iran is 
creating an enormous military force in order to expand its 
empire, perhaps by seizing the oil fields in eastern Saudi 
Arabia.

Iran will spend about 510 billion on ita military this year, 
according to western military experts in Tehran. That is a 
fivefold increase from 1973, before the oil prices quadrupled. 
Why? "The wealthier you become, the more you need securi¬ 
ty,” said Hasham Hamimi, spokesman for the foreign min¬ 
ister’s office. That is an argument for national defence. "What 
some U.S. analysts worry about is the increasing potential for 
a national offence. 

They point to Iran's annexing of three small Arab islands 
on the Persian gulf in 1971. They pcdnt to Iran’s aupport of 
the jjrtirds in their civil war against Iraq. And they point to 
the Shah, who is rekindling national aspirations by evoking 
the glories of the ancient Persian empire. 

Iran believes its most serious threat is from the Soviet 
Union, with which it shares a more than 1,000-mile frontier. 
Soviet Mig-15 Foxbats how routinely fly over Iran on spy 
missions. It was largely because of these overflights that the 
Shah decided to buy the Grumman Corp.’s F-14, a 52 billion 
order for 30 of the fighter-bombers. 

It is the only plane he could buy that can shoot dbwn the 
Foxbat at high altitude, 6ince the F-14 carries the long-range 
Phoenix missile, which has a 100-mile range. Military sources 
in Iran said that the Shah is expected to buy another 40 of the 
jets. 

There have been reports, none confirmed, that the Shah 
is shopping for an aircraft carrier for the Indian Ocean. Ear¬ 
lier this year he ordered six sophisticated Spruance-class des¬ 
troyers from the U.S. that contain modem anti-aircraft and 
anti-submarine equipment. The price tag for the destroyers is 
5660 million.

Attempt to lay czar's ghost 

Russia entertains 
European royalty 

By GERARD LOUGHRAN, from Moscow 

The Soviet Union Is trying to lay the ghost of Czar 
Nicholas II and gain some poittie&l capital at the same time. 
Currently visiting Moscow are King Baudouln and Queen 
Fablola of Belgium, the third western royal visitors to the 
capital of communism in a month. 

They are guests of the Supreme Soviet (parliament), 
were met by President Nikolai Pod go my at the airport and 
dined by him on their first day. They are receiving front-page 
treatment In the press of the kind lavished on visitors of top 
political rank. 

The Belgian couple was preceded by Queen Margrethe of 
Denmark — the first reigning Western European monarch to 
make a state visit to the Soviet Union since the Bolshevik 
revolution of 1917 — and the Grand Duke of Luxembourg, and 
their spouses. 

There have been unconfirmed reports that approaches 
have been made to the Norwegian and Swedish royal courts 
and that finally Britain’s Queen Elizabeth might visit. 

Most of the Continent’s royal families beeame inter-relat¬ 
ed over the years, several with the Romanovs. So June 16, 
1918, wlien the Bolsheviks led Czar Nicholas, the Empress 
Alexandra and their children to execution In a basement In 
Ekaterinburg In Siberia, became a black day on conrt calen¬ 
dars throughout Europe. 

One of Queen Margrethe’* 19th ceqtury relatives was the 
slain czar’s mother. Baudouln Is more distantly connected. 
The British royal family Is connected both through the Queen 
—• her grandfather King George V was the czar’s cousin and 
the Empress Alexandra was the great-aunt of Prince Philip’s 
uncle, Lord Louis Mountbatten. 

Now the Soviet descendants of the Bolsheviks and the 
progeny of the few remaining European royal houses are 
making their peace. 

The Soviets have shown every sign of wanting to forget 
the whole story of the czar’s death and the western monar¬ 
chies see it as largely Irrelevant in an egalitarian society 
50-odd years later. 

There are signs, too, that the Soviets welcome the Euro¬ 
pean royals as a way of broadening detente In a way ordi¬ 
nary people will recognize and thus solidify political.j^es.

Kuwait has purchased $492 million in arms front the Unit¬ 
ed States in the last two years, mainly 36 A-4^Skyhawk Jets 
for $250 million and a Hahn missile system. It has also 
purchased 36 Mirage fighters from France. Although the 
Mirages may be sent to Egypt for use against Israel, the rest 
of the equipment is to protect Kuwait against Iraq. 

Not that Kuwait could hold out very long alone. Kuwait 
has an army of only 8,000 men. Iraq’s army has more than 
100,000. In case of attack Kuwait's strategy is to hold out for 
a day or two, said a western diplomatic official, "until some¬ 
one can come to their aid.” Iraq has never recognized Ku¬ 
wait’s borders. 


UNITED ARAB EMIRATES 

Abu Dhabi, the richest of the seven emirates, is the only 
one actively in the arms race so far. And its purchases seem 
more for show than anything else. 

Abu Dhabi bought two air-defence systems, for example; 
a British Rapier system and a French Crotal system. Why 
two? "I don’t know,” a western diplomat said. "They only 
need one.” 

The Abu Dhabi Air Force has 18 Mirage 5s and 14 more 
on order. However, since Abu Dhabi has only two or three na¬ 
tive pilots who can fly the planes, it must import itB pilots 
from other countries. 

The emirates feel threatened by both Iran and Saudi 
Arabia — they have had territorial disputes with both — but 
at the moment all boundary battles have been settled. 

Abu Dhabi's ruler, Sheik Zayed bin Sultan al Nhayyan 
has said that the jets would go to Egypt in the event of 
another war with Israel. Until then their only use seems to be 
in parades.

for school ills 
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Complete s ymphony takeover 

Fortissimo win 
for Gati backers

Too many and too rapid 
changes are blamed by the 
Greater Victoria school board 
for most of the ills of B.C.'s 
educational system. 

Disappearance of tradi¬ 
tional classroom discipline 
and erosion of academic stan¬ 
dards are the two main re¬ 
sults of these changes, said an 
eight-page report made in re- 
sjionse to a request from Edu¬ 
cation Minister Eileen Dailly. 

All school boards in the 
province were asked by Mrs. 
Dailly to rejjort on lour topics 

classroom management, ra¬ 
cial discrimination and sex- 
r o 1 e stereotyping. com¬ 
munication with parents, and 
evaluation 

An 11-member committee, 
chaired by community rela¬ 
tions coordinator Bill Stavdal. 
collected 61 reports from 42 of 
the Victoria district's 56 
schools. The committee con¬ 
sisted of parents, students, 
teachers and board members ., 

The report was released at 
a special meeting Thursday 
night. 

The two major problems 
outlined in the report were 
the disappearance of tradi¬ 
tional classroom discipline 
and lack Af replacement, and 
decentralization of the educa¬ 
tion system in such a hurry 
that teachers find old aca¬ 
demic standards disappear¬ 
ing. . 

The report said the general 
standard of student behavior 
has fallen and is growing into 
a serious problem, social 
norms have become vague, 
making school authorities un¬ 
sure of their right to enforce 
appropriate behavior, and 
schools need the support of 
higher authority to establish 
and enforce behavioral stan¬ 
dards. 

Dealing in specifics, the re¬ 
port said removal of disrup¬ 
tive students is unrealistically 
slow and bureaucratic and 
. much damage is done in the 
interim. Many teachers, the 
report said, favor some form 
of corporal punishment, if 
only as a threat or last resort. 

Among the 14 recommen¬ 
dations: A call for the educa¬ 
tion department to prescribe 
behavioral standards; clarifi¬ 
cation of legal rights and 
methods for teachers to con¬ 
trol student behavior, and in- 
service training in classroom 
management for teachers. 


The committee decided ra¬ 
cial discrimination was not a 
major problem in Victoria 
schools but that sex-role 
stereotyping does occur. 

The committee found report 
cards are often vague and eu¬ 
phemistic. reflecting an ab¬ 
sence of academic standards, 
and that the minimum of 
three report cards per school 
year was inadequate. 

The committee split on the 
question of learning evalua¬ 
tion. the majority favoring 
more uniformity in objectives, 
guidelines and standards 
'while a minority opposed tra¬ 
ditional testing and letter 
grades. 

"It’s a pretty accurate re¬ 
flection on how teachers are 
feeling,” commented Walter 
Kitley, who becomes pres¬ 
ident of the Greater Victoria 
Teachers’ Association July 1. 

“It basically says ‘Slow 
down, but do not go back¬ 
wards. Take stock of where 
we’re going before we plunge 
on ahead,’’ Stavdal said.

The entire 16-man slate 
of Victoria Symphony 
board candidates put for¬ 
ward by the dissident pro 
Gati symphony society 
group was elected to 
office Thursday night. 

The results of the balloting 
at Oak Bay junior high school 
marked a victory for the dis¬ 
sidents in a battle that no one 
seemed too proud of winning 
but were anxious not to lose. 

After simmering for nearly 
two hours, the faction fight 
between the dissidents and 
the group backing the board 
establishment eventually blew 
up as the ballots were being 
counted. 

The two opposing protago¬ 
nists who took to the stage 
were Arthur Irwin and Rich¬ 
ard Kilshaw, both former 
board members. 

Kilshaw referred to 

troubles that plagued the 
symphony some 3!* years 
ago, for which he put file 
blame firmly on the shoulders 
of colorful Hungarian - bam 
conductor Laszlo Gati. 

He said that he was a close 
friend of Gati. and still w’as 
an admirer of his, but the 
crux of fhe matter was 
whether it was "the Victoria 
Symphony Society or the Gati 
symphony society.” 

Former Victoria Times pub¬ 
lisher Arthur Irwin, a 
member of the dissident peti- 
t i o n e r s ’ committee, then 
raked the board establish¬ 
ment over the coals 

He alleged there was an 
"organized attempt" within 
the board to get rid of Gati 


which even took the form of a 
smear campaign in which 
name-calling, anonymous 
phone calls and slander were 
the result. 


At a meeting of the new 
board following the meeting 
John Di Oastrl, a former 
society president, was named 
president. First vice-president 
will be Nick Pearson; second 
vice-president. Dr. Murray 
Adaskln; Peter DorarJo re¬ 
mains honorary treasurer, and 
Eva Schaefer is honorary 
secretary. 


He charged that at three 
secret board meetings this 
year the last on June 16 — 
the question of terminating 
Gati's contract was actively 
discussed. 

Irwin alleged shabby treat¬ 
ment of Gati by board chair¬ 
man Madge Ronahan. 

Earlier, a full Oak Bay 
school auditorium audience 
had heard a heartening but 
puzzling post mortem on a 
symphony year that it was 
told was a turning point musi¬ 
cally and financially. 

Miss Ronahan — who re¬ 
signed hours before complet¬ 
ing her term as chaiirman so 
as not to chair the meeting - 
said the Victoria symphony 
was one of only two such sym¬ 
phonies in Canada to finish 
the season without a deficit. 
A deficit of some $45,000 from 
last year had also been wiped 
out. 


Laszlo Gati. meanwhile, 
spoke of the year as a "turn¬ 
ing point in the musical devel¬ 
opment of the orchestra." 

Musically and financially, it 
appeared agreed, the year 
had been something of a 
booming success. 

Several society members, 
however, were not satisfied.

Find your own 
water source, 

peninsula told

joining the Greater Victoria water board, even if they 
do get a fiee two miles of pipe in the deal. Central 
Saanich water committee chairman David Mall said 
Thursday. 


Penny arcad e owner claims: 

Police harassing me 


The operator of a penny arcade 
claimed Thursday he and his youthful 
customers have been harassed by Vic¬ 
toria city police. 

Robert Rathsburg. owner of Fun Pal¬ 
ace at 2717 Quadra, said in an interview 
that police have "raided” his business on 
three consecutive nights, checked the 
identification of patrons and ordered 
anyone under 18 years of age to leave 
the premises. 

Police are acting on a 1943 city bylaw 
which forbids anyone holding a trades li¬ 
cence to permit "any person of less than 
18 years of age to operate or play any 
automatic amusement vending niaching 
commonly known as a pinball machine 
upon any premises owned or controlled 
by him." 

City solicitor Jakob de Villiers said if 
charges were laid against Rathsburg. 
and if he were convicted, he could lose 
his business licence. 

Rathsburg said he opened business on 
May 15 and had "no trouble" until lasL 
Monday when two policemen entered the 
premises and ordered everybody under 
18 years of age to leave. 

The next day. said Rathsburg. six 


police officers pulled up in front nf the 
premises in two cars. 

"Two stayed in a car, two went to 
the back entrance and two came in." he 
said. 

Again, everybody under 18 was or¬ 
dered to leave, Rathsburg said. 

He said police had no complaints 
about him. 

"I called them only once when we 
found a hypodermic needle in the 
washroom when we closed up,’’ he said 

"They should be happy we keep kids 
off the street,” he added. 

The bylaw, known as the Public 
Morals bylaw', Rathsburg said, was 
passed in 1943 to stop the operation of 
pinball gambling machines. 

At that time, pinball machines would 
return a certain amount of money which 
made them gambling devices. 

"My machines aren’t gambling ma¬ 
chines. All you can win is a free game." 
Rathsburg said. 

"I know. I’ve been operating pinhall 
machines just about all my life. 

"I wnsh I could go back to them (the 
gambling machines) t there’s a fortune 
in them,” he said. 
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Fun Palace 'raided' three limes 
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Saanich Aid. William Noel’s 
suggestion that the water 
board pay for a connection 
between the board's system 
and Central Saanich's pumps 
at Elk Lake, if Central Saan¬ 
ich buy* into the board, is 
only a "carrot” that could 
lure peninsula residents into a 
$10 million water system they 
might not need. Hill said. 

For at leasi three years 
peninsula municipalities have 
been thinking about conduct¬ 
ing studies of ground water, 
which private engineers have 
claimed the peninsula has 
enough of to supply 100,000 
people. Hill said. 

Spending $200,000 on studies 
would be a gamble. Hill said, 
but it could lead to a much 
cheaper water supply in the 
long run. 

Central Saanich council is 
ready to go ahead with stu¬ 
dies,' if there is support from 
the other municipalities, the 
regional board, the province, 
and major users such as B.C. 
Ferries and the federal gov¬ 
ernment, representing Indian 
bands, the experimental 
farm, airport, and oceanogra- ' 
phic centre, he said. 

Hooking up to the water 
board's lines would solve only 
about 10 per cent of the penin¬ 
sula’s water problems, Hill 
said. 

A temporary main to the 
Elk Lake pumping station 
would not give Central Saan¬ 
ich a larger volume of water, 
and that water could not be 
used for irrigation. 


Because the water board 
refuses to permit its water to 
be used for irrigation, the 
peninsula would have to pay 
for a separate agricultural 
system. And that would be 
just too expensive, Hill said. 

The peninsula is 80 per cent 
agricultural land, and so its 
summer water consumption is 
about eight times greater 
than during the winter, com¬ 
pared with 2 Vi times greater 
in Greater Victoria, he said. 

Hill maintained that Saan¬ 
ich’s concern over Elk Lake’s 
water level this summer is 
"unjust" because Central 
Saanich has not been using 
more water than it has for the 
last three years. 

Saanich has been pressur¬ 
ing Central Saanich to stop 
drawing from the lake so that 
more water can be released 
to teed the Colquitr River sys¬ 
tem, w’hich Saanich is trying 
to restore. 

Noel said Thursday that 
Hill’s negative approach to 
the proposal makes it "abun¬ 
dantly, clear to the peninsula 
residents where the obstruc¬ 
tion lies" in solving their 
water problems. "It certainly 
is not with the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Water Board." 

Noel claimed that if Central 
Saanich "demonstrated a re¬ 
sponsible concern" for its own' 
water needs and those of its 
neighbors, "financing could 
be amicably arranged for ei 
ther an interim or a long-term 
system."

• It's more of a shopping e\- 
perience," Kroker told about

Whatever one might tfall the | 
enterprise, he’s designed, it's 
about to be built on a hillside 
at Lake Oswego, a suburb 
south of Portland, Ore., for | 
about $40 million. 

From the description, pro¬ 
vided in a slide-presentation 
to an interested audience, the 
project does not fall into the 
moid of a shopping centre as 
most people know one. 

For starters, about 1.500 
pc pie will eventually live in 
the new development, which 
will be called Mountain Park. 
They won't be living in sur¬ 
rounding high-rise apartments 
hut in scaled down suites over 
the shops just like they do 
in some of the older cities of 
Europe. The tallest structure 
will only reach SO feel 

Kroker’s concept was no ac¬ 
cident. 11c admits that many

the reserve, about 160 miles 
northwest of here. 

The band had been demand-

ing 5100,000 in damages but ts 
reported to have lowered its 
demands to about 525.000. 

• "It isn’t a final agreement,'' 
said Elmer Rutley, BCR real 
estate chief, "it is one step 
forward in the negotiations 
with the Takla band." 

Rutley said in a telephone 
interview from Vancouver 
that all that, remains to he 
done is for the Indians to se¬ 
lect tl>e 858 acres they want in 
exchange for the 286 acres 
lost to the railway.

Chinook* in the 20-pound 
range are being taken by 
Buzz Bombers off the Comox 
Bar. but the blues have 
moved out Into mid-Gulf and 
are being taken on trolled 
dodgers and flies. 

Off Campbell River, coho 
are bigger, in the *ix to se¬ 
ven-pound range, and the best 
area has been off the light¬ 
house on Quadra Island, with 
surface-trolled orange and 
white, and grey ghost buck- 
tails best lures. 

Good-sized chinooks, in the 
13 to 30-pound range, are 
being taken from Whiskey 
Point, Lighthouse. Quathiaski 
Cove. Willow Point, Shelter 
Point waters. 

Best lures have been plug- 
cut herring, whole herring, 
pfctrip Teaser, and Lucky Louis 
and Tyee plugs. 

A good run of blues hit 
Bates Beach waters Thursday 
morning, frofn one to five 
miles out, and half a mile in 
either direction from the re¬ 
sort area.

The average catch per boat 
at the southern end of the 
Island is not as great as at 
some other spots, but the 
quality is there. The chance 
of getting that fish of a life¬ 
time is always within y«nir 
grasp.

Trial Island has l»een 
fair and so has Constance 
Banks.

THE RULES: 


• Effective January 1.1975. residential 
rent increases are limited to 10 6% of 
fhe rent presently being charged. This 
rule applies to any dwelling containing 
two or more .rented units, and will be 
administered by the Rent Review Com¬ 
mission The rule also applies to single 
family dwellings. 

• Tenants can legally refuse to pay any 
rent increase over the 10.6% limit, sub¬ 
ject to the exceptions specified in the 
legislation.

• Haif a duplex, when the owner lives in 
the other half (or basement suite, when 
the tywper lives in the remainder of th# 
houghs exempt from the 10.6% limit. 

• Cieftoin major renovations may 
entity* owner to increase rents over 
the ; V0*6,% limit. These improvements 
mutfthave been started since May 3, 
1974, and do not include normal 
maintenance and repairs. Landlords 
may consult the Rent Review Commis¬ 
sion for details, particularly if planning 
renovations which might justify rent 
increases. 

• Residential premises, except mobile 
home pads, being rented for the first 
time on or after January 1. 1974. are 
exempt from the 10 6% rent increase 
limit for a period of five years. 

• Premises renting for more than $500 
per month are exempt from the 10.6% 
increase,, limit. 

• Mobile home pad rent increases may 
exceed 10 6%. but only if prior approval 
is received from the Rent Review Com¬ 
mission.

dren. Others talk of fear, of 
rising crime rates, of poor- 
quality education. 

The long-run effect, some 
officials say, goes well beyond 
the schools and might well 
be leading to increased segre¬ 
gation of American society'. 

Officials here are concerned 
that they are witnessing the 
creation of two Atlantas 
one black, confined essential¬ 
ly to urban core; the other 
white, living in the suburbs 
around Atlanta. 

At present there is interac¬ 
tion between these two 
groups, as whites travel into 
downtown office towers flur¬ 
ing the day to work. Bui if the 
growing separation worsens, 
many here say that business, 
too, will leave the downtown 
area for the suburbs.

Mrs. Hames worries about 
the precipitous decline in 
white enrollment, about tlie 
lack of growth in Atlanta’s 
tax base in the past year, 
about the growing number of 
Atlanta schools that are 
closed each year. 

Alfred L. Evans Jr., assis¬ 
tant attorney general for 
Georgia, challenges Mrs 
Hames’ contention that busing 
is needed. 

Atlanta’s public school sys¬ 
tem, he notes, spends more 
than $1,300 a year per student 
— one of the highest levels in 
the state, and far more than 
most white districts in the su¬ 
burbs. So there is no econom¬ 
ic reason to move students 
from city to suburbs. 

Secondly. Atlanta's schools 


have just come under black 
administrative control. The 
ACLU, Evans charges, is tak¬ 
ing a “racist” approach that 
says, “blacks can’t cut it. 
even with one of the wealth¬ 
iest school districts in the 
state." 

The black administration, 
he says, should be given the 
opportunity to prove its abili¬ 
ty. 

The outlook for ACLU’s suit 
l'emains uncertain. Whatever 
the court’s decision, however, 
it could play a major role in 
determining whether Georgia 
will have one Atlanta or 
two Atlantas divided black 
and white.

Panic 


WASHINGTON (UP1) 
American consumers are 
creating a shortage of home 
canning equipment again this 
year through panic buying, 
even though production has 
been stepped up and raw- ma¬ 
terials are plentiful. 

That picture is emerging 
from a congressional inves¬ 
tigation into the situation, 
which appears to be particu¬ 
larly acute in the midwest, 
east and along the west coast. 

Ln those areas, both govern¬ 
ment and industry witnesses 
told the house small business 
subcommittee the shortage is 
a real one that will not he 
eased unless buyers stop 
hoarding. 

The Ball Corp. of Muncie, 
Ind.. testified that, ii is not 
making any money out of the 
situation and that it has "ab¬ 
solutely not" entered into any 
arrangement lo keep canning 
lids off the market. 

William Hannah, a vice- 
president of the company, 
said the industry expects to 
turn out 1.6 billion replace¬ 
ments lids this year, enough 
to supply tiO to 70 lids to every

Shoreworkers and tender- 
men. members of the United 
Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union, have voted 
heavily in favor of strike ac¬ 
tion against B.C. fishing com¬ 
panies. a union spokesman 
*aid Wednesday in Van¬ 
couver. 

The 600 tendermen voted 91 
per cent and the 3,500 shore- 
workers voted 90 per cent to 
strike should contract talks 
bog dowrp 

The tendermen want a 
$3(>-a-day increase on their 
current rate of $65 while the 
shoreworkers have asked for 
a $2-an-hour increase on their 
base rate of $4.76. 

Salmon net fishermen, also 
. members of the UFAWU. are 
also taking a strike vote. 

Union spokesman Jack Ni- 
rhol said a strike tying up the 
B.C. coast fishing industry is 
almost certain in early July. 

Nichol said the vote means 
the union rejects the latest 
offer of the Fisheries Associa¬ 
tion of B.C, which bargains 
for the companies, and the 
workers "are prepared to tie 
up the industry until we get a 
settlement commensurate 
with workers in other fields.” 


That recommendation was 
ratified at a board meeting 
earlier this week. 

After Mrs. Dailly denied 
Thursday she had interfered 
in that process at any point.

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Library to keep non-books section 


The way most Greater Vic¬ 
toria library board members 
look at it, a library isn't just 
for books — and they intend 
to keep It that way. 

The board voted 8*5 at a 
special meeting Thursday to 
retain the library’s audio¬ 
visual section containing 
films, long-playing records, 
tape-cassettes, filmstrips and 
slides. 

Scrapping this non-book sec¬ 
tion had become a controver¬ 
sial subject in recent weeks 
as the board looked for ways 
to prune its recession-hit li¬ 
brary budget. 

The consensus Thursday ap¬ 
peared to be that books are 
not the only form of “com¬ 
munication” and that to cut 
out non-book services would 
be a false economy. 

Before the special meeting, 
board members were shown a 
display of the library’s audio¬ 
visual collection. 

Sandwiches in the board- 
room followed — and the 
members got down to the 
meat of the debate. 

Aid. Ken Hill (Esquimalt) 
said be felt the Uhrary should 
serve everyone and not just 
an "affluent society.” 

Hill said there were many 
old folks who don’t have 
enough money to afford a cas¬ 
sette-player or record-player 
with which to play the materi¬ 
al offered by the audio-visual 
section. 

Edward Robbins (Saanich) 
gave budget economy and a 
current revenue shortfall of 
$32,000 as his reason for vot¬ 
ing against retaining the sec¬ 
tion. 

William Eng (Saanich) 


noted that a library was not 
simply a book service but a 
“communications” service — 
and fudio-visual material 
should be part of that ) com¬ 
munications system. 

Franklin Levirs (Victoria) 
said that if money had to be 
saved, rather than cutting out 
services, there should be bud¬ 
get-trimming all round. 

Aid. Mel. Couvelier (Saan¬ 
ich), picking up a reference to 
the relatively high percentage 
of old folks in Victoria from 
Gerald Gibson (Esquimalt), 
said it was precisely these el¬ 
derly people who had the lei¬ 
sure time to enjoy the bene¬ 
fits afforded by the audio¬ 
visual section. 


Couvelier said fur 
youngsters growing up now¬ 
adays audio-visual experi¬ 
ence was a way of life; uni¬ 
versities were. increasingly 
using audio-visual equipment. 

Mrs. Sara Hamill (Saanich) 
said the section’s collection 
was excellent and it would be 
a pity to “lose it and have to 
start all over again.” 

Mrs. Joanne Jones (Oak 
Bay) said audiovisual com¬ 
munication was being used in 
schools and was part of her 
family’s life and that of many 
other people. 

Aid. Clyde Savage (Vic¬ 
toria) said the board needed 
more time to study the sub¬ 
ject before making a decision. 


Savage said there were 
many other libraries that 
didn't believe in having an 
audiovisual section — and a 
skirmish broke _ out between 
him and former board chair¬ 
man Aid. Shirley Dowell (Oak 
Bay). 

“They're not going to learn 
anything from records, except 
music,” said Savage. 


"What’s wrbng with that?” 
countered a jovial chorus of 
board members led by Mrs. 
f Dowell, who later charged 
Savage with “waffling.” 

The vote in favor of reten¬ 
tion was 8-5 with E. D. Ward- 
Harris (Saanich), Gibson, 
Hill, Savage and Robbins op¬ 
posed. 


Later today the library’s ex¬ 
ecutive committee goes into a 
crucial meeting with the pro¬ 
vincial Library Development 
Commission. 

The commission has allocat¬ 
ed the Greater Victoria li¬ 
brary only $88,000, $32,000 less 
than the library had asked for 
and budgeted for.

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Canada’s return 
to world hockey 
aim of formula 


BERNE, Switzerland 
(Reuter) — A formula de¬ 
signed to get Canada back 
into the world hockey cham¬ 
pionships will be presented to 
a congress of the Interna¬ 
tional Ice Hockey Federation 
in Gstaad, Switzerland, July 
18-26, one of its authors said 
Thursday. 

A five-man IIHF committee 
has proposed amending the 
federation's statutes to elimi¬ 
nate the explicit distinction 
between professionals and 
amateurs, said Reto Trats- 
chln, Swiss member of the 
committee. 

The revised statutes would 
refer only to “players" in¬ 
stead of “professionals," “in¬ 
dependents" and “amateurs" 
as at present, Tratschin told 
reporters 

The formula appears to be 
a response to recent moves 
spearheaded by Canada to es¬ 
tablish a hockey version of 


soccer’s World Cufj with open 
competition among such coun¬ 
tries as the Soviet Union. Cze¬ 
choslovakia. Sweden, Finland 
and the United States 

J. F. “Bunny" Ahearnr. 
president of the IIHF. who 
has often blocked Canada's 
moves to broaden represent¬ 
ation in the past, has said he 
supports opening the world 
championships to amateurs 
and professionals alike, thus 
allowing Canadian, American 
and Swedish pros playing in 
the National Hockey League 
and World Hockey Association 
to take part. At present the 
world championships are con¬ 
fined to so-called, amateurs. 

Canada has boycotted the 
world championships since 
1969 on the grounds that its 
best players are not eligible 
to compete against the best 
from the U.S.S.R. and Cze¬ 
choslovakia.

Oil pickup vessel 
does well in tests 


VANCOUVER (CPI The 
first of two B.C., designed oil 
pickup vessels went through 
tests in the Port Moody arm 
of Burrard Inlet and appeared 
to be well equipped for the 
job. 

Capt James Steele of Vic¬ 
toria designed the 40-foot ca¬ 
tamaran-type barge built by 
Gulf of Georgia Towing. 

A second vessel, to be test¬ 
ed later, was developed by 
Bennett Pollution Controls 
Ltd. 

Steele said his vessel was 
designed especially for deep- 


sea work. It is equipped with 
rollers which draw aboard oil 
and water. The mixture is 
channelled into tanks contain¬ 
ing clean sea water, a.nd for 
every gallon of polluted water 
that goes into the top of the 
tanks, a gallon of clean water 
is lpt out through the bottom. 

The vessel should be capa¬ 
ble of carrying about 50 tons 
of oil in the tanks. 

About $175,000 has l)een 
spent on the project. It is es¬ 
timated that vessels up to 300 
feet in length could be built 
with a capacity of 5,000 tons.

NANAIMO - Residents of 
this area who noticed that 
odor from the Harmac pulp 
mill here was stranger than 
usual last weekend, ran rest 
easy it's not a sign of 
things to come. 

N. R. Green, industrial rela¬ 
tions manager at the mill, 
said Thursday that the strong 
smell was the result of the 
planned shutdown of the odor 
control system to allow in¬ 
stallation of a new , improved 
unit. 

Green said the old system 
will he out of service until 
July 2 to permit cut-ins to the 
new equipment. 

"The odor from the mill, 
was particularly bad last 
weekend,“ Green said," due 
to the new construction and 
an electrical failure of the 
l*ower supply to the black li¬ 
quor oxydation system. That 
system was put into operation 
last year to improve odor con¬ 
trol at the mill." 

Green said emergency re¬ 
pairs were carried out to the 
electrical equipment and the 
oxydizer went back info 
operation Wednesday. 

Construction of the new 
odor control system was start¬ 
ed last week. The $700,000 sys¬ 
tem will burn off non-conden¬ 
sible gases produced in the 
pulping process. It will take 
until the end of this year to 
install and become operation¬ 
al and should eliminate the 
noxious odor from the mill. 
Green said.

Council will send a letter to 
the Canadian Transport Com¬ 
mission backing Traasf>ort 
Minister Robert Strachan's 


stand that the CTC order dip 
CPR to immediately repair 
two raihvay bridges. 

In a telegram to the com¬ 
mission, Strachan said the 
CPR's proposal to abandon 
service because of the state of 
bridges "suggests inadequate 
maintenance procedures and 
indifferent attitude toward the 
operation of the F. and N " 

Agreeing wholeheartedly 


with Strachan’s stand, council 
also decided to join with the 
Comox Strathcona Region 
Board in preparing a brief 
and sending someone to rep¬ 
resent this area at public 
hearings into the line aban¬ 
donment application. 

Aid. George Cochrane said 
he supported Strachan’s stand 
that the CTC send to Victoria 
copies nr CPR reports on the 
structural adequacy" of the 


bridges and the CTC engineer¬ 
ing investigation rejtorts. 

There is littl£ doubt thp 
CTC will not overrule the 
company’s bid to abandon the 
44-mile stretch of line, Moore 
said, “especially when the 
safety of passengers or train 
crews is at stake.” 

Thp CPR superintendent 
who made the announcement 
at a mppting tn Courtenay 
Friday afternoon was con¬ 


fident that his decision would 
not be overruled by the CTC, 
Moore told council. 

“It’s a last ditch effort by 
the company to get out of 
providing service on Van¬ 
couver Island," Aid. George 
Cochrane commented. 

He predicted that moving 
freight by road would "clog 
our highways more, making 
travel on the Island Hichway 
even more chaotic." 


Moore disclosed that in¬ 
structions were received in 
the city Wednesday <to the ef¬ 
fect that the station agent was 
not to take orders for rail 
cars if they will be in transit 
after July 1. 

“It’s quite apparent the 
company is sticking by its 
July 1 deadline to end passen¬ 
ger and freight service be¬ 
tween Courtenay and Parks- 
villc." Moore declared 


Earlier this week the re¬ 
gional district decided to 
enlist the aid of Comox - Al¬ 
berni MP Hugh Anderson in 
registering a strong protest to 
the commission.

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'I'he foliage of our tulips 
and daffs is looking pretty 
seedy and woebegone these 
days as its grows limps and 
loses its green coloring, and 
I am sure every gardener is 
impatient to see the last of it, 
so the beds can be tidied up. 

Before the tops are finally 
removed, though, don’t for¬ 
get to mark the positions of 
the bulb groupings with small 
stakes or plant labels. 

It is so easy to forget where 
the bulbs are planted when 
there is no top growth, and it 
is a sickening feeling, when 
digging over a bat of ground, 
to turn up an ejqpensive bulb 
neatly sliced in half by the 
spade. 

★ ★ ★ 

The narcissus fly is becom¬ 
ing a major pest hereabouts 
and is responsible for most of 
our grubby and rotted bulbs. 

The fly has an uncanny 
knack of finding the hole in 
the soil where the spent top- 
growth was twisted off. and 
she lays her eggs here, where 


the hatching grubs hav« easy 
access to their natural food — 
your bulbs! 

It is a good idea, therefore, 
to scuffle over the soil surface 
with the Dutch hoe during the 
process of cleaning up the 
bed.’ 

An even more effective way 
of deterring the fly is to work 
a little insecticide into the soil 
surface. 

This could be Diazinon 5 per 
cent granular, sold under the 
names Spectracide and Fl- 
son's Lawn and Garden Insect 
Killer or you could drench the 
soil with Diazinon 12% per 
cent liquid emulsion, two ta¬ 
blespoons per gallon of water-, 
applied with a watering can. 
* # ★ 

The Regal lilies in our gar¬ 
den are in full bloom now, 
and as usual. I am filled with 
admiration for the sterling 
qualities of this fine plant. 

Not only is it qOick and 
easy to grow from inexpen¬ 
sive bulbs they cost much 
less than the bulbs of hybrid 


lilies — or even from seeds, 
but the fragrance of their 
lovely flowers is out of this 
world. 

Regal lilies need no staking, 
for the strength of the stem is 
truly amazing, and it can 
stand up to the most violent 
windstorm without batting an 
eyelash. I 

This ability to withstand 
wind is probably an inherited 
trait, for I am told that in Its 
native Szechwan province in 
China, the wind becomes so 
strong at certain seasons of 
the year that the caravans 
cannot travel agaiqst it. 

I imagine Lilium regale 
should be an ideal subject for 
the gale-swept seafront gar¬ 
den.

Weeds in the lawn are mul¬ 
tiplying these days at S hor¬ 
rifying rate, and this is i an 
ideal time to get in a few 
licks against them with a 2. 
4-D weedkiller, while their 
growth Is still lush and sappy. 

The pores of their leaves 


are more open, and the her 
bacide is absorbed more read¬ 
ily than later in the season 
when the weed foliage turns 
tough and leathery. 

One very common error In 
applying weedkiller is to mix 
the solution a bit stronger 
than the proportions recom¬ 
mended on the label. 

The novice gardener rea¬ 
sons that if one ounce of con¬ 
centrate per gallon of water is 
good, then two ounces will do 
twice as good a jol}. Acutally. 
it doesn’t work out that way 
at all. 

Not only is there soma 
danger to the health of the 
lawn grasses when a too- 
strong solution is used, but 
the weed-killing job isn’t as 
effective. 

^ >„An overly strong solution 
vJiU kill the leaves TOO quick¬ 
ly, before they have a chance 
to pass the chemical on down 
to the roots, and while the 
top-growth dies, the roots sur¬ 
vive to sprout a brand new 
crop of weed*.

WASHINGTON Sam Giacani*. a 
reputed Chicago crime syndicate lead¬ 
er. died quietly in his sleep last week, 
after being shot one time in the mouth 
and five times in the neck.

shark is exceedingly remote, 
according to University of 
Victoria iohthyologist Dr. 
John Mclnemey. 

Mclnerney says virtually all 
man-eating sharks are tropi¬ 
cal fish and these tropical 
sharks rarely travel up in 
B.C. waters. 

And as far as Mclnemey's 
aware — and he's lived In this 
part of the world for 15 years 

there's never been an in¬ 
cident recorded of a shark at¬ 
tacking a human in B.C. 1 
waters. 

Shark problems do arise 
here, however, from the 
harmless but big plankton¬ 
eating Basking shark (up to 
50-feet in length i getting 
caught in fishermens' nets — 
or from the dog-fish, a two-to- 
three-foot .shark, a well-known 
curse for salmon fishermen. 

Mclnerney has lived in Fiji 
where swimming outside 
coral reefs can be a shark- 
tempting experience. Some 
speqr-fishermen there never 
live to tell the tale. 

Each year there are 40 or 50 
recorded shark attacks world¬ 
wide. The chances of being 
killed by a shark are about 
the same as being killed by 
lightning. i 

In B.C.. however, the 
chances are certainly much 
greater in the swimmer’s 
favor. 

Jaws is a movie based on a 
best-selling novel by Peter 
Benchley about a man-eating 
shark which terrorizes a New 
England island community. 


Federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments should increase 
their financial assistance to 
children through increased 
family allowances, increased 
income tax deductions, and 
increased social assistance, 
payments. 

These recommendation* are 
contained in a separate report 
on family maintenance from 
the Rqyal Commission on 
Family and Children’s Law, 
/tabled in the Legislature 
Thursday. The five-man com¬ 
mission is chaired by Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Thomas Berger of the 
B.C. Supreme Court. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends that a central agency 
should be set up where all 
maintenance orders can be 
registered, reviewed and. if 
necessary, altered. 

The recommendations are 
among 37 aimed at mitigating 
the more painful aspects of 
marriage breakdown, and are 
aimed primarily at improving 
life for the children of di¬ 
vorced or separated parents. 

The central registry, says 
the report, should deal with 
all maintenance agreements 
and orders that involve chil¬ 
dren, and would review the 
agreements at the time of fil¬ 
ing to see if there are Illegal 
or inequitable provisions, and 
whether there are adequate 
provisions for the mainte¬ 
nance of children. 

The agreements should also 
be reviewed periodically to 
make sure there has been 
i compliance with the orders. 


Up to this point, says the 
report, there has not been 
enough attention to the eco¬ 
nomic problems that result 
from the disintegration of a 
family unit. 

“The movement towards no¬ 
fault divorce implies that con¬ 
siderations of fault should be 
irrelevant to the issue of 
maintenance. 

“Moreover it is unrealistic 
to talk of easy divorce, or to 
suggest that each spouse 
should be free to end a mar¬ 
riage which as irretrievably 
broken down with a minimum 
of bitterness, distress and hu¬ 
miliation, if the financial pro¬ 
vision made for one spouse is 
so inadequate, or the financial 
burden imposed* on the other 
spouse is so great that the 
much vaunted freedom is an 
illusory goal for all hut the 
very rich.” 

The law now says that the 
behavior of each spouse 
should be taken into consider¬ 
ation in awarding mainte¬ 
nance. 

The commission recom¬ 
mends that a government 
agency should lie asked to 
evaluate various income secu¬ 
rity programs to decide the 
most effective way of ensur¬ 
ing the welfare of all family 
members, particularly the 
children. 

It is also recommended that 
a spouse should be entitled to 
receive basic maintenance — 
the amount to which he or she 
is entitled under social assis¬ 


tance without being re¬ 
quired to start maintenance 
procedures in court against 
the other spouse. 

- Al the same time, there 
should be a change in the 
laws on qualification for so¬ 
cial assistance to encourage 
people on social assistance to 
re-enter the labor market. 

“In view of the difficulties I 
the spouse faces, any rules , 
which disqualify her (by | 
shandy and rapidly reducing 
the social assistance or basic 
maintenance payable i are so¬ 
cially undesirable.” 

It is recommended that 
these payments be made by 
the government, which would 
then seek to recover all or 
part of the money from the 
spouse liable to ppy support. 

A government agency 
should collect any money due 
over and above the social as¬ 
sistance amounts, rather than 


having the spouse responsible 
for enforcement. 

The commissioners say 
there should be a division in 
the money given for mainte¬ 
nance, with the costs of car¬ 
ing for a child incorporated in 
the child maintenance 


amounts, which could in some 
circumstance* be paid to 
trustees, rather than to the 
parent with custody. 

“We believe . . . that a 
strong case can be made for 
substantial financial assist¬ 
ance to the parents”.

FBI men, Indian die 


OGLALA, S.D. (UPI) — Tvvo FBI 
agents were killed and Indians 
attacked a roadblock with gunfire 
Thursday in an outbreak of blood- 
sited appearing to stem from the 1973 
occupation of Wounded Knee here on 
the Pine Ridge reservation. 

A spokesman for the militant 
American Indian Movement, which 
led the 71-day Wounded Knee occu¬ 
pation, said an 18-year-old Indian 
also was killed when the two FBI 
agents approached a house in the tiny 
village of Oglala and the Sioux 
opened fire. 


A federal source, who refused to lx 
identified, said there were "some 
dead Indians.” He indicated two might 
have been killed. 

An A.I.M. spokesman said the 
house was occupied by about 30 per¬ 
sons gathered from all ovei*- the 
country to protect Dennis Banks, who 
was staying near Oglala and is due 
io stand dial in Custer, S.D., for his 
part in the Wounded Knee affair. 

The agents were on the reserva¬ 
tion — the second largest in the 
nation — in order to serve a warrant 
charging assault with a deadly weapon 
and kidnapping, the FBI said.

Lena Blanchet since noun 
Wednesday. 

Mrs. Blanchet. 63, who has 
a heart condition, was seized 
Tuesday from the backyard 
swimming pool area of the 
luxurious estate she shares 
with her husband, millionaire 
margarine producer Conrad 
Blanchet, owner and founder 
of the Blanchet Margarine Co. 

The kidnapel’s threatened to 
kill the woman unless they 
were paid SI million in $20 
bills. No deadline was set. 

"It is very agonizing,” Mrs. 
Blancbet’s 33-year-old son 
Paulin said. 

His wife. Jocelyn, echoed 
her husband's concern, say¬ 
ing, "We are truly anguished. 
We want news of our 
mother.” 

One of the most nervous 
participants in the waiting 
game was family physician 
Dr. Roland Cote, who feared 
Mrs. Blanchet’s heart condi¬ 
tion would be aggravated if 
she failed to recieve medica¬ 
tion she is prescribed to take 
daily.

. Dr. George Dean said the 
droppings probably were the 
cause of a mysterious infec¬ 
tion which claimed the lives 
of several British. French and 
United States Egyptologists 
more than 50 years ago. 

Dean says in the current 
edition of World Medicine 
magazine that the bat drop¬ 
pings appear to have caused 
the infection that killed Lord 
Carnarvon, who financed Brit¬ 
ish archaeologist Howard 
Carter’s search for the trea¬ 
sure of the boy King Tu¬ 
tankhamen. 

He died mysteriously three 
weeks after the discovery. 

Dean says that Arthur 
Mace, assistant director of 
the New York department of 
Egyptian antiquities, and 
George Benedite ol the 
Louvre museum in Paris, who 
both visited the tomb and died 
suddenly, might have con¬ 
tracted the same disease. 

Dean said he put forward 
his theory after examining 
government officials and ex- 
cavationists who had gone 
into caves in the Urungwg dis¬ 
trict of Rhodesia where bat 
droppings were often six feet 
deep and had caught tlx?

B.C. will likely introduce legislation next year to 
control foreign and absentee ownership of land in the 
province. 

That was the word Thursday from Resources 
Minister Robert Williams, following a Supreme Court 
of Canada decision uphol ding a Prince Edward Island 
law that forbids non-residenls from owning more than 
10 acres in that province. 


Asked if the B.C. legislation 
would also impose a 10-acre 
limit. Williams replied: "1 
think if we can come up with 
a range of refinements lhal 
would be more significant." 

He added that the matter of 
foreign ownership has been 
under study for some time by 
the provincial government 
and ihe Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion "is very encouraging for 
those concerned about absen¬ 
tee ownership and non-na¬ 
tional ownership of land." 

He said the decision "fits in 
with the work” being done by 
his department and Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald's 
staff. 

Most of ihe other provinces 
either have such legislation or 
are ; n the^^t-ess of introduc¬ 
ing it. 

Premier Alex Campbell of 
P.E.I. called tor a federal- 
provincial conference on land 
ownership by non-residents. 

Karen Sanford (NDP- 
Gomoxi said she has had a 
private member’s bill' before 
the Legislature for two years 
but it deals only with the 
question of landholdings by 
non-Canadians. 

She said she will press for 
legislation this fall prohibiting 
non-Canadians from owning 
any land in B.C. but would not 
try to restrict holdings by Ca¬ 
nadians living in other prov¬ 
inces. 

Shn said she is confident 
this type of legislation has the 
support of the majority of the 
New Democratic Party 
caucus. 

Pip Holmes, world n res¬ 
ident of the International Real 
Estate Federation, said Cana¬ 
dians would have to be pre¬ 
pared to pay higher taxes if 
they’re going to restrict 
foreign land ownership. 

Holmes said he is opposed 
to restrictions on land hold¬ 
ings with a few exceptions. 

Land which is politically 
strategic, such as harbor 
front and industrial land re¬ 
serves. should be in Canadian 
hands, he said. 

Otherwise, there should be 
no restriction, he added. 

He said there would be a 
balkanization of real estate 
law if each province proceeds 
with its-individual regulations 
on restricting land ownership. 

A small country like Cana¬ 
da. small in terms of jiojiula- 
tion, needs as much foreign

Guards ‘deliberately shot’ social worker

VANCOUVER (CP) 
Three prisoners at the B.C. 
Penitentiary released af¬ 
fidavits Thursday claiming 
that the tactical squad sent 
into the classification area 
where three prisoners were 
Jiofding 13 hostages June ll 
''deliberately shot prisoner 
Andy Bruce. 26. and social 
worker Mary Steinhauser. 32. 

The affidavits of Phil Jack- 
son, Ralph Cochrane and 
Keith Curtis Baker say that 
from their cells they observed 
a pause between the shooting 


of Bruce and the shooting of 
Miss Steinhauser. a classifica¬ 
tion officer, during which she 
twice cried out "Don’t shoot." 

.The affidavits were re¬ 
leased at a news conference 
by the- Prisoners’ Union Com¬ 
mittee — a group of ex¬ 
prisoners, social workers, law' 
students and church repre¬ 
sentatives — which says it 
represents in principle all 
prisoners in Canadian prisons. 

Committee counsel Michael 
Bolton was refused permis¬ 
sion June 18 by Chief Justice 


John Farris of the B.C. Court 
of Appeal to testify or cross- 
examine witnesses at the fe¬ 
derally-appointed inquiry into 
the 41-hour hostage-taking in¬ 
cident. 

The affidavits released 
Thursday say that immediate¬ 
ly prior to the assault by the 
tactical squad, the situation 
was calm and there appeared 
no immediate threat to the 
lives of the hostages. 

The affidavits also say thai 
prison authorities physically 
altered the classification area 


before the three inquiry com¬ 
missioners and members of 
the media viewed it. 

Dennis Lemieux, a sjiokes- 
rnan for the committee, and 
Bolton said furl her affidavits 
are being sought from medi¬ 
cal officers and other security 
staff members who have in¬ 
dicated privately that sonic 
members of the tactical squad 
used personal handguns in the 
assault, rather than peniten¬ 
tiary-issued weapons. 

Further. Bolton said, medi¬ 
cal officers overheard conver¬ 


sations among the tactical 
squad members before and 
after the attack which indicat¬ 
ed their intent to kill. 

The committee statement 
also says other witnesses, 
whose affidavits arc being 
sought, saw that when Bruce 
was hit by the first bullet, in 
his spleen, he pushed Miss 
Steinhauser away and fell to 
the floor. Miss Steinhauser 
then went. down to him and 
said' - ' J7 Don’t shool. don’t 
shoot", but the guard kept fir¬ 
ing and went up to Bruce, put. 


the gun to his head but did 
not shoot as another guard in¬ 
tervened and stopped him, the 
statement says. 

"Steinhauser’s positive rela¬ 
tionships with Bruce and 
other prisoners were resented 
by the security staff, who in¬ 
sisted on an atmosphere of 
brutal discipline,” the state¬ 
ment continues. “Their hostil¬ 
ity - towards her made them 
reckless with her personal 
safety.

‘Concern has always been 
felt at (he number of patients 
who have to be sent out of the 
area for treatment. The so¬ 
cial. physical and economical 
hardships on those people 
have been obvious. Concern 
has been felt at the lack of a 
blood supply in the area. Con- 
' cern has been felt about the 
difficulty of retaining good 
doctors and medical staff 
when they are faced with 
minimal and inadequate facil¬ 
ities.” Furney stated earlier 
this week. 

After years of study, the 
bon*d unanimously accepted 
the recommendation of its 
planning committee to build a 
regional central hospital, in 
line with the thinking of the 
B.C. Hospital Insurance Ser¬ 
vice, the B.C. Medical Associ¬ 
ation and the board’s own 
consultant. 

The board had also voted to 
accept the hospital planning 
committee recommendation 
to locarte the hospital in Port 
McNeill. 

The committee. -Furney 
added, had previously consid¬ 
ered two sites — one at the 
Port Hardy airport and one at 
Port McNeill. 

Taken into account were: 
Distances between aH com¬ 
munities. land and water 
access between communities, 
population trends, the deci¬ 
sion to accept an application 
from Zeballos to join the re¬ 
gional district, logging and 
mining activity, reasonable 
access for people of Alert Bay 
and Sointula. equal distance 
for people of Port Alice to ei¬ 
ther site, proximity to the re¬ 
gional high school, access to 
airport for possible evacua¬ 
tion of patients, availability of 
normal community services, 
and availability of a suitable 
site to meet specifications laid 
dow n by BCHIS. 

Besides providing the best 
access and least inconven- 
ciece to Lite majority of peo¬ 
ple of the district, the Port 
McNeil! site. Furney stated, 
also meets or exceeds BCHIS 
specifications, is cleared, ser¬ 
viced and ready to build on. 

“The disappointment of 
those people who favored a 
site at the airport is under¬ 


standable,” he said. "Howev¬ 
er. the site chosen at Port 
McNeill is not that much far¬ 
ther for Coal Harbour and 
downtown Port Hardy resi¬ 
dents. It means an extra 25 
minutes of driving for them." 

"Parochialism," Furney 
added, has been difficult to 
overcome. "However, the 
final decision was based, not 
on history or emotion, but on 
geography an0 economics." 

He urged the region's peo¬ 
ple to accept, the decisions 
"gracefully” and put their ef¬ 
forts behind the building of 
the regional central hospital. 
"The stronger the effort, the 
sooner we can avail of those 
services which arc so badly 
needed."

odor 

explained 

• NANAIMO Residents of 
this area who noticed' that 
odor from the Harmac pulp 
mill here was stronger than 
usual last weekend, can rest 
easy it's not a sign of 
things to come. 

N. R. Green, industrial rela¬ 
tions manager at the mill, 
said Thursday that the strong 
smell was the result of the 
planned shutdown of the odor 
control system to allow in¬ 
stallation of a new. improved 
unit. 

Green said the old system 
will be out of service until 
July 2 to permit cut-ins to the 
new equipment. 

"The odor from the mill 
was particularly bad last 
weekend," Green said." due 
to the new construction and 
an electrical failure of the 
power supply to the black li¬ 
quor oxydation system. That 
system was put into operation 
last year to improve odor con¬ 
trol at the mill.” 

Green said emergency re¬ 
pairs w-ere carried out to the 
electrical equipment and the 
oxydizer went back into 
operation Wednesday. 

Construction of the new 
odor control system was start¬ 
ed last week. The $700,000 sys¬ 
tem will bum off non-conden¬ 
sible gases produced in the 
pulping process. It will take 
until the end of this year to 
install and become operation¬ 
al and should eliminate the 
noxious odor from the mill, 
Green said.

Shells land close 
but miss Arafat 


Manitoba stops study 
of health financing 


BEIRUT (UPI) — Pales¬ 
tinian guerrilla leader Yasser 
Arafat and other guerrilla of¬ 
ficials escaped harm Thurs¬ 
day night when two mortar 
shells exploded near where 
they were meeting, a Pales¬ 
tinian spokesman said. 

The 120-mm. mortar shells 
landed 20 and 50 yards away 
from the building, causing 
damage but no casualties, the 
spokesman said. 

"Arafat and other Pales¬ 
tinian guerrilla officials were 
holding talks on ways of exer- 
c 1 s i n g greater discipline 
among the Palestinian guer¬ 
rilla ranks and affirm their 
determination to remain out 
of the current conflict in Le¬ 
banon,” the spokesman said. 

The meeting was being held 
in Beirut’s Fakhani district, 


N-test biggest 
in two years 

PAHUTE MESA, Nev. 
(UPI) — The biggest un¬ 
derground nuclear explosion 
in at least two years sent 
shock waves rolling across 
the Nevada desert early 
Thursday and rattled tali 
buildings in Las Vegas 120 
miles away. Scientists said it 
was significantly more power- 
-ful than the June 19 test 
which was believed to be 
slightly less than a megaton. 


and those attending included 
representatives from the 
various Palestinian guerrilla 
groups. 

"We are not saying that the 
attack was directed against 
Arafat’s life, and the shells- 
could have fallen in the region 
accidentally,” the spokesman 
said. 

The incident came as rival 
Lebanese political factions 
clashed Thursday for the 
fourth consecutive day in 
outer Beirut, and I^ehanese 
security forces battled un¬ 
successfully to end the urban 


warfare. Both sides, fighting 
with mortars, rockets and 
heavy machine-guns, ignored 
appeals from political and re¬ 
ligious leaders ' to stop shoot¬ 
ing. , 

At least six people have 
been killed and more than 30 
wounded since the fighting 
erupted between right-wing 
Phalangist party supporters 
and leftist elements. 

Earlied clashes, which 
began in May and continued 
sporadically until early June, 
killed 450 persons and wound¬ 
ed more than 600 others.

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Some see red over demolished sheds 


A bit of Victoria's naughty and nautical 
past, was swept away without a demolition 
permit last month to make way for redevel¬ 
opment by a company associated with a city 
alderman who is chairman o fthe Heritage 
Advisory Committee. 

Deputy city engineer William Jorgensen 
said a permit was issued last week for the 
demolished structures behind “571-577 John¬ 
son. 

Although admitting a building bylaw was 
broken, Jorgensen said no action would be 
taken against Aid. Sam Bawlf’s Fort Victoria 
Properties, owner of the buildings. 

"Normally we wouldn't fine in these cir- * 


cumstances." Jorgensen said of the demoli¬ 
tion of the 14 single-storey brick units around 
a courtyfU"d behind the buildings. 

He said similar demolitions had taken 
place before and he doubted that the city's 
case could stand up in court because it later 
issued the demolition permit. 

In the case of Johnson Street buildings, he 
said, both the contractor and developer 
thought the other had taken out the demoli¬ 
tion permit. 

While ^e buildings, fronting’ Johnson 
Street, are on the primary list of heritage 
buildings in the Heritage Conservation Re¬ 
tain. no mention is made of the demolished 


Big ferry order 
goes to Yarrows 


Yarrows Ltd. at Esquimau will 
build two B.C. government ferries 
worth a total of $6.1 million to be 
operated between Vancouver and 
North Vancouver. Municipal Affairs 
Minister James Lorimer announced 
Wednesday. 

Yarrows’ general manager D. W. 
Challinor said in an interview the con¬ 
tract won by the Esquimau yard was 
in time to keep the “continuity of new 
construction at the yard intact.” 

He said there are between 750 and 
800 employees currently on the pay¬ 
roll and without the new contract 
about 120 would have had to be laid 
off by the end of August. 

The first of the new passenger 
ferries is scheduled to go into service 
by mid-March, 1976. 

Lorimer said it had originally been 
intended to build one of the ferries in

structures behind them, which were used to 
house on-shore seamen and, at one time, as 
brothels with Chinese prostitutes. 

City archivist Ainslie Helmcken said he 
was "very disturbed” by the demolition. He 
said the structures were from a time when 
"Johnson Street was a hangout for seamen.” 

The city became aware of the demolition 
after a member of the planning department 
conducted a high school tour of the old town 
and found the structures gone. 

Rawlf said that as tar as he knew the 
building and demolition permits for the proj¬ 
ect had been acquired at the same time and 
"all the permits have been in hand for some 
lime.” He added, however, that "I never go 


to city hall myself to acquire permits, "for 
obvious reasons." 

The structures were "completely derelict'* 
and "dangerously unsafe." Bawlf said, ex¬ 
plaining that the roofs had fallen in, the inte¬ 
rior walls hi^cl been pirated for lumber, and 
the mortar was so deteriorated that the ' 
sheds could be pushed over by hand.

VANCOUVER (CPi The 
first of two B.C. designed oil 
pickup vessels went through 
tests in the Port Moody arm 
of Burrard Inlet and appeared 
to be well equipped lor the 
job. 

Capt. James Steele of Vic¬ 
toria designed the 40-foot ca¬ 
tamaran-type barge built by 
Gulf of Georgia Towing. 

A second vessel, to be test¬ 
ed later, was developed by 
Bennett Pollution Controls 
Ltd. 

Steele said his vessel was 
designed especially for deep- 


sea work. It is equipped w ith • 
rollers which draw' aboard oil 
and water. The mixture is 
channelled into tanks contain¬ 
ing clean sea water, and for 
every gallon of polluted water 
that goes into the top of the 
tanks, a gallon ol clean water 
is let out through the bottom. 

The vessel should be capa¬ 
ble of carrying about 50 tons 
ol oil in the tanks. 

About $175,000 has been 
spent on the project. It is es¬ 
timated that vessels up to 300 
feet in length could be built 
with a capacity of 5,000 tons.

Noel said he will recom¬ 
mend to the Greater Victoria 
Water Board that it pay for 
the installation of a two-mile- 
long water main which would 
supply the peninsula munici¬ 
palities with water from 
Sooke Lake. 

The- cost of the % proposed 
main line is $120,000, all of 
which would be paid for by 
the water lioard ’’just to show; 
good faith." Noel said in an 
interview Wednesday. 

Central Saanich would, in 
■turn, have to agree to become 
a member of the water board. 
The municipality would have 
to assume all responsibilities 
and rights that go with mem¬ 
bership, Noel said. 

The exact terms of mem¬ 
bership. he added, could be 
negotiated. 

Noel’s plan involves the in¬ 
stallation of a 12-inch water 
main from about one mile 
south of Elk-Beaver Lake to 
the pumping station at the 
west side of the lake. 

At present the peninsula 
water distribution system 
originates at the Elk Lake 
pumping station. 

One of the problems is the 
receding level of Elk Lake 
which can apparently no 
longer sustain the daily drain. 

Noel said Central Saanich 
can no longer refuse to come 
to grips with the issue. 

A 79-unit, subdivision to be 
built just a few blocks north 
of the Central Saanich munici¬ 
pal hall, he said, would add to 
ihe dilemfoa of water short¬ 
age on the pensinsula. 

Bv offering to pay for the 
hookup of the Central Saanich 
distribution system to the 
Greater Victoria supply sys¬ 
tem, “we’ll put the responsi¬ 
bility squarely in their lap,” 
said Noel.

Taxi companies applying 
for hefty fare increases

Victoria taxi companies 
have applied to city council 
for a 20-cents-a-mile fare in¬ 
crease, equivalent to a 33-per¬ 
cent boost, the Colonist has 
learned. 

Victoria Taxi Owners Asso¬ 
ciation president John Preve- 
doros said the application, in¬ 
volving most of Greater Vic¬ 
toria’s 140-odd cabs, was 
made a couple of weeks ago 
before Monday’s budget 
news of higher gasoline 
prices. 

If the application is ap¬ 
proved by the city and the 
requisite provincial authority 
i governing taxi fares in out- 
of-town areas), the increase, 
would mean the charge per 
mile would jump from 60 
cents to 80 cents. 

There would be no change 


in the current 80-cent "(lag” 
or basic charge but the hour¬ 
ly waiting rate would go up 
Irom $8 to' $10. 

Prevedoros says the current 
Vancouver cab rate (which 
went into effect last fall) is a 
73-cent "flag” plus 60 cents a 
mile. 

However, he thinks the Van¬ 
couver cabbies will soon be 
looking for a further’increase 
in view of the anticipated 
mid-summer gasoline price 
hike of five, to six cents a 
gallon. 

Prevedoros is confident Vic¬ 
toria's taxi operators will get 
their latest application ap¬ 
proved. 

He says the local taxi com¬ 
panies -- and, in particular, 
his own company, C and C 
Taxis, which now is unionized 
- are grappling with hard 
times. 


They fare the prospect of 
ever-increasing gas prices, 
worsening traffic congestion 
(downtown street construction 
in recent months hasn’t 
helped any' and higher labor 
rates. 

Prevedoros points out that 
in Victoria it’s elderly people 
who use cabs the most, ai 
least during the daytime.

OGLALA, S.D. (UPI) — Two FBI 
agents were killed and Indians 
attacked a roadblock with gunfire 
Thursday in an outbreak of blood¬ 
shed appearing to stem from the 1973 
occupation of Wounded Knee here on 
the Pine Ridge reservation. 

A spokesman for the militant 
American Indian Movement, which 
led the 71-day Wounded Knee occu¬ 
pation, said an 18-year-old Indian 
also was killed w hen the two FBI 
agents approached a house in the tiny 
'village of Oglala and the Sioux 
opened fire. 


A federal source, who refused to bi 
identified, said there were "some 
dead Indians." He indicated two might 
have been killed. 

An A.I.M. spokesman said the 
house was occupied by about 30 per¬ 
sons gathered from all Over the 
country to protect Dennis Banks, who 
was staying near Oglala and is due 
to stand trial in Custer, S.D.. for his 
part in thr Wounded Knee affair. 

The ifgents were on the reserva¬ 
tion — the second largest in the 
nation — in order to serve a warrant 
charging assault with a deadly weapon 
and kidnapping, the FBI said.

Dr. George Dean said the 
droppings probably were the 
cause of a mysterious infec¬ 
tion which claimed the lives 
of several British, French and 
United States Egyptologists 
more than 50 years ago. 

Dean says in the current 
edition of World Medicine 
magazine that the bat drop¬ 
pings appear to have paused 
the infection that killed Lord 
Carnarvon, who financed Brit¬ 
ish archaeologist Howard 
Carter’s search for the trea¬ 
sure of the boy King Tu¬ 
tankhamen.

Prime Minister Indira Gand¬ 
hi’s government’said it arrest¬ 
ed 676 persons Thursday dur-.

Williams was unable to sub¬ 
stantiate his allegations and 
was sharply attacked in the 
house and outside by critics 
who claimed he knew the so- 
called secret committee never 
did exist, and that there had 
never been an attempt to hide 
Columbia costs. 

On March 3, Williams pro¬ 
mised the house he would ap¬ 
point a special commission to 
investigate all aspects of the 
old Hydro operation. He has 
hern questioned seVeral times 
since on when he will appoint 
the commission hut has only 
answered "in due tinje."

tion officer, during which she 
twice cried out “Don’t shoot." 

The affidavits were re¬ 
leased-at a pews conference 
by the Prisoners’ Union Com¬ 
mittee — a group of ex¬ 
prisoners, social workers, law 
students and church repre¬ 
sentatives which says it 
represents in principle all 
pnsoners in Canadian prisons.

John Farris of the B.C. Court 
of Appeal to testify or cross- 
examine witnesses at the fe¬ 
derally-appointed inquiry into 
the tl-hour hostage-taking in¬ 
cident. 

The affidavits released 
Thursday say that immediate¬ 
ly prior to the assault by the 
tactical squad, the situation 
was calm and there appeared 
no immediate threat to the 
lives of the hostages. 

The affidavits also say that 
prison authorities physically 
altered th** classification area 


before the three inquiry com¬ 
missioners and members of 
the media viewed it. 

Dennis Lemieux, a spokes¬ 
man for the committee, and 
Bolton .said further affidavits 
are being sought from medi¬ 
cal officers and other security 
staff members w-ho have in¬ 
dicated privately that some 
members of the tactical squad 
used personal handguns in the 
assault, rather than peniten¬ 
tiary-issued weapons. 

Further, Bolton said, medi¬ 
cal officers overheard conver¬ 


sations among the tactical 
squad members before and 
after the attack which indicat¬ 
ed their intent to kill. 

'The committee statement 
also says other witnesses, 
whose affidavits are being 
sought, ‘saw that when Bruce 
was hit by the first bullet, in 
his spleen, he pushed Miss 
Steinhauser away and fell to 
the floor. Miss Steinhauser 
then went down to him and 
said "Don’t shoot, don’l 
shoot", but the guard kept fir¬ 
ing and went up to Bruce, put 


the gun to his head but did 
not shoot as another guard in¬ 
tervened and stopped him, the 
statement says. 

"Steinhauser’s positive rela¬ 
tionships with Bruce and 
other prisoners were resented 
by the security staff, who in¬ 
sisted on an atmosphere of 
brutal discipline." the state¬ 
ment continues. “Their hostil¬ 
ity towards her made them 
reckless with her personal 
safety.

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Discipline gone 
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Rapid changes 

blamed 

for school ills

Too many and too rapid 
changes are blamed by the 
Greater Victoria school board 
for most of the ills of B.C. s 
educational system, 
Disappearance of tradi¬ 
tional classroom discipline 
and erosion of academic stan¬ 
dards are the two main re¬ 
sults of these changes, said an 
eight-page report made in re- 
sponse to a request from Edu¬ 
cation Minister Eileen Dailly. 

All school boards in the 
province were asked by Mrs. 
Dailly to report on four topics 
classroom management, ra¬ 
cial discrimination and sex- 
r o 1 e stereotyping. com¬ 
munication with parents, and 
evaluation 

An 11-member committee, 
chaired by community rela¬ 
tions co-ordinator Bill StavdaJ. 
collected 61 reports from 42 of 
the Victoria district's 56 
schools. The committee con¬ 
sisted of parents, students, 
leathers and board members. 

The report was released at 
a special meeting Thursday 
night. 

The two major problems 
outlined in the report were 
the disappearance of tradi¬ 
tional classroom discipline 
and lack of replacement, and 
decentralization of the educa¬ 
tion system in such a hurry 
that teachers find old aca¬ 
demic standards disappear¬ 
ing. 

The report said the general 
standand of student behavior 
has fallen and is growing into 
a serious problem, social 
norms have become vague, 
making school authorities un* 
sure of their right to enforce 
appropriate behavior, and 
schools need the support of 
higher authority to establish 
and enforce behavioral stan¬ 
dards. 

Dealing in specifics, the re¬ 
port said removal of disrup- 
iivp students is unrealistically 
slow and bureaucratic and 
much damage is done in the 
interim. Many teachers, the 
report said, favor some form 
of corporal punishment, if 
only as a threat or last resort. 

Among the 14 recommen¬ 
dations : A call for the educa¬ 
tion department to prescribe 
behavioral standards; clarifi- 
. cation of legal rights and 
methods for teachers to con¬ 
trol student behavior, and in- 
service training iW classroom 
management for teachers. 


The committee decided ra¬ 
cial discrimination was not a 
major problem in Victoria 
schools but that sex-role 
stereotyping does occur. 

The committee found report 
'cards arc often vague and eu¬ 
phemistic, reflecting an ab¬ 
sence of academic standards, 
and that the minimum of 
three report cards per school 
year was inadequate. 

The committee split on the 
question of learning evalua¬ 
tion. the majority favoring 
more uniformity in objectives, 
guidelines and standards 
while a minority opposed tra¬ 
ditional testing and letter 
grades. 

“It’s a pretty accurate re¬ 
flection on how teachers are 
feeling,” commented Walter 
Kitley, who becomes pres¬ 
ident of the Greater Victoria 
Teachers’ Association July 1. 

"It basically says ‘Slow 
down, but do not go back¬ 
wards. Take stock of where 
we’re going before we plunge 
on ahead,” Stavdal said.

The entire 16-man slate 
of Victoria Symphony 
board candidates put for¬ 
ward by the dissident pro- 
Gati symphony society 
group was elected to 
office Thursday night. 

The results of the balloting 
at Oak Bay junior high school 
\ marked a victory for the dis- 
' sidents in a battle that no one 
seemed too proud of winning 
but were anxious not to lose. 

After simmering for nearly 
two hours faction fight 

between the dissidents and 
the group backing the board 
establishment eventually blew 
up as the ballots were being 
counted. 

The two opposing protago¬ 
nists who took to the stage 
were Arthur Irwin and Rich¬ 
ard Kilshaw, both former 
board members. 

Kilshaw referred to 

troubles that plagued the 
symphony some 3% years 
ago, Tor which he put the 
blame firmly on the shoulders 
of colorful Hungarian - born 
conductor Laszlo Gati. 

He said that he was a close 
friend of Gati, and still was 
an admirer of his, but the 
crux of the malter was 
whether it was “the Victoria 
Symphony Society or the Gati 
symphony society.” 

Former Victoria Times pub¬ 
lisher Arthur Irwin, a 
member of the dissident peti- 
t i o n e r s ’ committee, then 
raked the' board establish¬ 
ment over the coals. 

He alleged there was an 
"organized attempt” within 
the board to get rid of Gati — 


which even took the form of a 
smear campaign in which 
name-calling. anonymous 
phone calls and slander were 
the result. 


At a meeting of the new 
board following the meeting 
John Di Castri, a former 
society president, was named 
president. First vice-president 
will be Nick Pearson; second 
vice-president. Dr. Murray 
Adaskln; Peter Dorazio re¬ 
mains honorary treasurer, and 
Eva Schaefer is honorary 
secretary. 


He charged that at three 
secret board meetings this 
year — the last on June 16 — 
the question of terminating 
Gati’s contract was actively 
discussed. 

Irwin alleged shabby treat¬ 
ment of Gati by board chair¬ 
man Madge Ronahen. 

Earlier, a full Oak Bay 
school auditorium audience 
had heard a heartening but 
puzzling post mortem on a 
symphony year that it was 
,told was a turning point musi¬ 
cally and financially. 

Miss Ronahan — who re¬ 
signed hours before complet¬ 
ing her term as chairman so 
as not to chair the meeting 
said the Victoria symphony 
w as one of only two such sym¬ 
phonies in Canada to finish 
the season without a deficit. 
A deficit of some $45,000 from 
last year had also been wiped 
out. 


Laszlo Gati, meanwhile, 
spoke of the year as a "turn¬ 
ing point in the musical devel¬ 
opment of the orchestra." 

Musically and financially, it 
appeared agreed, the year 
had been something of a 
booming success. 

Several society members, 
however, were not satisfied 
They wanted to know what 
Dr. Llewellyn Roberts termed 
the "ferocity” of the current 
controversy was all about. 

"What was the ultimate 
source of the fracas that has 
brought us all here?” Roberts 
asked from the floor. 

And attempts at keeping 
order by meeting chairman 
Nick Pearson were punctuat¬ 
ed by complaints of unans¬ 
wered questions and appeals 
for harmony from the floor. 

Times publisher Stuart Un¬ 
derhill made a seemingly vain 
plea for harmony. "Music is 
harmony and I would like to 
appeal to all of us here for 
harmony.” 

Challenged by Kilshaw to 
back his claim that secret 
meetings were held in which 
Gobi's firing was discussed. 
Irwin said his information 
came from board members 
who were present. 

Pearson was challenged too. 
He could only say that "in es¬ 
sence, yes (it was discussedi" 
or rather there was a 
"review” of his contract. 

Three of the successful can¬ 
didates on the petitioners' list 
were also on the board nomin¬ 
ating committee list; They 
were Terry Fanner, Bill Tin¬ 
dall and Gwen Dowding.

end the three new trial runs 
which began June 16 was de¬ 
feated. # 

Ms. Burke pointed out that 
switching back to normal 
scheduling would take about 
three or four weeks, by which 
time the board may be giving 
approval for the three-month 
trials. 

The board finally decided to 
let the experiments continue, 
with the proviso that an ob¬ 
jective method of evaluating 
the system be sought and that 
no plans be made to continue 
the system beyond three 
months until the board has 
made a final study.

Saanich Peninsula municipalities should start look¬ 
ing for their own ground water supplies instead of 
joining the Greater Victoria water board, even if they 
do get a free two miles of pipe in the deal. Central 
Saanich water committee chairman David Hall said 
Thursday. 


Penny arcade owner claims : 

Police harassing me 


The operator or a penny arcade 
claimed Thursday he and his youthful 
customers have been harassed by Vic¬ 
toria city police. 

Robert Rathsburg, owner of Fun Pal¬ 
ace at 2717 Quadra, said in an interview 
that police have "raided” his business on 
three consecutive nights, checked the 
identification of patrons and ordered 
anyone under 18. years of age to leave 
the premises. 

Police are acting on a 1943 city bylaw 
which forbids anyone holding a trades li¬ 
cence to permit “any person of less than 
18 years of age to operate or play any 
automatic amusement vending maching 
commonly known as a pinball machine 
jjpon any premises owned or controlled 
by him.” 

City solicitor Jakob de Villiers said If 
charges wore laid against Rathsburg. 
and if he were convicted, he could lo&e 
his business licence. 

Rathsburg said he opened business on 
May 15 and had "no trouble” until last 
Monday when two policemen entered the 
premises and ordered everybody under 
18 years of age to leave. 

The next day. said Rathsburg. six*^ 


police officers pulled up in front of the 
premises in two cars 

"Two stayed in a car. two went to 
ihe back entrance and two came ir*" he 
said. 

Again, everybody under 18 was or¬ 
dered to leave. Rathsburg said. 

He said police had no complaints 
about him. 

"I called them only once when we 
found a hypodermic needle in the 
washroom when we closed up.” he said. 

"They should be happy we keep kids 
off the street," he added. 

The bylaw, known as the Public 
Morals bylaw, Rathsburg said, was 
passed in 1943 to stop the operation of 
pinball gambling machines. 

At. that time, pinball machines would 
return a certain amount of money which 
made them gambling devices. 

"My machines aren’t gambling ma¬ 
chines. All you can win is a free game," 
Rathsburg said. 

"I know. I’ve been operating pinball 
machines just about all my life. 

"I wish 1 could go back to them (the 
gambling machines); there’s a fortune 
in them," he said.

Saanich Aid. William Noel’s 
suggestion that the water 
board pay for a connection 
between the board's system 
and Central Saanich's pumps 
qt Elk Lake, if Central Saan¬ 
ich buys into the board, is 
only a "carrot” that could 
lure peninsula residents into a 
$10 million water system they 
might not need, Hill said. 

For at least three years 
jieninsaila municipalities have 
been thinking about conduct¬ 
ing studies of ground water, 
which private engineers have 
claimed the peninsula has 
enough of to supply 100,000 
people. Hill said. 

Spending $200,000 on studies 
would be a gamble, Hill said, 
but it could lead to a much 
cheaper water supply in the 
long run. 

Central Saanich council is 
ready to go ahead with stu¬ 
dies, if there is support from 
the other municipalities, the 
regional board, the province, 
and major users such as B.C. 
Ferries and the federal gov¬ 
ernment, representing Indian 
bands, the experimental 
farm, airport, and oceanogra¬ 
phic centre, he said. 

Hooking up to the water 
board’s lines would solve only 
about 10 per cent of the penin¬ 
sula’s water problems, Hill 
said. 

A temporary main to the 
Elk Lake pumping station 
would not give Central Saan¬ 
ich a larger volume of water, 
and that water could not be 
used for irrigation. 


Because the water board 
refuses to permit its water to 
be used for irrigation, the 
peninsula would have to pay 
for a separate agricultural 
system. And that would be 
just too expensive, Hill said. 

The pepinsula is 80 per cent 
agricultural land, and so its 
summer water consumption is 
about eight times greater 
than during the winter, com¬ 
pared with 2% times greater 
in Greater Victoria, he said. 

Hill maintained that Saan¬ 
ich’s concern over Elk Lake's 
water level this summer is 
"unjust” because Central 
Saanich has not been using 
more water than it has for the 
last three years. 

Saanich has been pressur¬ 
ing Central Saanich to stop 
drawing from the lake so that 
more water can be released 
to feed the Colquitz River sys¬ 
tem, which Saanich is trying 
to restore. 

Noel said Thursday that 
Hill's negative approach to 
the proposal makes it "abun¬ 
dantly clear to the peninsula 
residents where the obstruc¬ 
tion lies” in solving their 
water problems. "It certainly 
is not with the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Water Board." 

Noel claimed that if Central 
Saanich "demonstrated a re¬ 
sponsible concern” for its own 
water needs and those of 11 s 
neighbors, “financing could 
l»e amicably arranged for ei¬ 
ther an interim or a long-term 
system." 
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
